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THE COMING ELECTIONS 


Committees of the R.I.B.A. are approaching, and 

once more we urge upon those of our readers who 

are members of that historic body the duty they 
owe to the Institute and to themselves. We have made 
the same appeal for some years, but we must confess 
that the response, as measured by the percentages of 
votes cast, has been consistently disappointing, for only 
a small fraction of the thousands of members with a 
vote have troubled to fill up and send in their papers. 

If the Institute were’ a body governed consistently 
without dispute among its members, such a state of 
affairs might represent the confidence of the electorate 
in its governing representatives, though even in that 
case the vote would give the most graceful opportunity 
of expressing that confidence. Actually, however, we 
know very well that policy at the head sometimes varies 
from that desired by the rank and file, and that among 
some of these a fatalistic dissatisfaction is often ex- 
pressed. Such people as these, however, have few 
suggestions to make as to how the headquarters are to 
feel the pulse of the country if the natural instrument of 
the ballot box is not used. For ourselves, we feel that 
the vote is a duty to be exercised by all classes eligible, 
whether satisfied or not with the way things are done. 

Indifference among the rank and file is, however, a 
matter which cannot be lightly disregarded. It may be 
the symptom of a disease expressing a feeling either that 
the R.I.B.A. vote is too cumbersome an instrument to 
use with intelligence, or that the task of creating a truly 
representative Council is an insoluble problem. If there 
is any truth in either of these.suppositions, then the root 
of the trouble must be sought. 

The R.I.B.A. elections differ from the ordinary 
franchise in several ways. It is, as is almost inevitable, 
a postal ballot, with all the advantages and disad- 
vantages of that system. It is difficult for a citizen 
conscientiously to miss a ballot, when the vote involves 
a special journey to a polling booth on a specific day. 
On the other hand, the post is easily missed or forgotten 
by all but the most methodical, and we must allow a 
certain wastage on this one frail human count. How- 
ever, there seems no practicable alternative to the postal 
ballot, and with reasonable reminders from local centres 
we see no reason why it should not be, in itself, a reason- 
able working system. 

Another point of difference is the question of re- 
presentation. Apart from certain nominees of the 
Allied Societies, the bulk of the future Council and 
Committees is voted upon by the whole electorate. In 
Parliamentary Elections the future House is filled from 
district constituencies, each of which elects its own 
representative and none of which has power to affect the 
voting in another district. In local government units 
the ward system is in force. It may be that this differ- 
ence as between other democratic institutions is a defect 
in the system. The whole of England and Scotland is 
indeed a very large constituency, and it would not be so 
strange if people from sparsely populated districts 
assumed that their votes, however cast, would be 
swamped by those where facilities for meeting and 
judging the right people were greater. People in such 
a position might feel that to vote with insufficient know- 
ledge might do more harm than good, and there would 
be something to be said for such conclusions. . ° 

It may be, therefore, that the Institute will be faced 
with.the problem of finding means by which candidates 
for election are more localised and armed with a more 
specific commission: for we cannot imagine that the 
indifference of the electors is reflected by an equal in- 
difference at headquarters. 

It is evident, however, that if this is an electoral 
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defect, results have not brought forward many definite 
grievances. The old reproach that the R.I.B.A. was 
a London Club, if this is indeed a reproach, can hardly 
now be levelled at it, for the representation of the 
Provinces seems reasonably generous; nor would any 
reform, we should imagine, materially affect the existing 
proportion upon Council between the metropolitan and 
the provincial. The aim of any such reform. would, 
therefore, be more to regularise and implement existing 
representation than to strike at the root of any definite 
grievance. 

Some grievances there have undoubtedly been, some 
of them bitter ones, having fatal results ; but the griev- 
ances which many members profess to cherish are more 
often indefinable and express a lack of touch between 
the furthermost ends of the profession. The healthy 
institution takes care to maintain that touch and to 
keep the least imposing of its members keen and in- 
terested in its affairs of state. It would be a happy 
sequel to the opening of the new premises if the epoch 
in which they appeared marked also a quickened interest 
in the conduct of Institute affairs; in other words, 
that each member took care to see that his three or five 
guinea subscription was well spent, and that he could 
feel that he was getting his money’s worth. 

The chief need of all is, however, for each member to 
realise his responsibilities. If any such reform is desired, 
and if its delay is the root cause of the deplorable 
minority of active voters, then the electors have the 
matter in their own hands, for each district has its 
means of exerting influence upon headquarters, It is 
from the Provinces that such a call would be likely to 
come, and the Provinces have not only generally a 
majority on the Council, but are to have a Provincial 
President for the second time in history, and for the first 
time for some years. It would be indeed a hopeless 
constitution where such a thing would be impossible, 
and the R.I.B.A. constitution cannot by any manner 


- of means be referred to in such terms. 


Having put this point to the electors, we would urge 
upon the governing body, when it assumes office, that 
the fact of an indifferent electorate is a serious matter 
for all concerned, and would suggest that every point of 
view be examined to find, first, the cause, second the 
remedy, and third the means of putting that remedy 
into effect. 

In the meantime, also, we suggest that those voters 
who are‘faced with a list of unfamiliar names, and who 
are at a loss as to whom to elect, should take a little 
trouble in the matter. Consultation with better in- 
formed colleagues will do much to clear the air, and the 
secretaries of local Allied Societies are likely advisers 
in this difficult matter. Above all, let them not vote - 
lightly and without proper consideration. It is better 
to vote for a competent architect than for the ablest of 
politicians ; but it is not all the competent architects 
who have it in them to become wise administrators of 
affairs. The ideal:Councillor upon a professional body 
is a rare character. He must embody the highest 
standards of his profession, and, in the case of an 
Institute of Architects, he must have in his make-up that 
artistic element without which he cannot hope to hold 
the respect of his constituents. Such characters, rare 
as they are, can be found among the thousands of 
members which constitute the Institute. It is forthe 
electors to seek them out and inspire them with the 
confidence springing from loyal support. There 
are many pressing and urgent problems _ before 
us, and if we are to avoid the fatal disunity which 
has cleft the profession upon more than one occasion, 
it will only be by having wise heads in council, and the 
fullest support for them from the rank and file.

have done considerable work and 
spent much time in. endeavouring to 
preserve for posterity historic buildings, 
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’ and have made specially strong appeals 
‘ to preserve the countryside from un- 


desirable development. 


A FURTHER appeal for the 
The preservation of country 
b> secs houses of historic interest 
tc was made by Lord Lothian 
at a dinner at Grosvenor 
House last week, a brief report of 
which we give elsewhere. The effect of 
heavy taxation on the upkeep and 
preservation of the many fine historic 
mansions which exist in various parts 
of the country—according to Lord 
Lothian, some 57 great houses and 
between 550 and 600 smaller country 
houses of real historic or architectural 
interest—is well known, and while 
private owners cannot expect to be 
exempt from taxation, it is surety 
desirable that some steps should be 
taken to save these fine buildings from 
the decay or destruction which seems 
inevitable at present. Lord Lothian 
mentions, for instance, cases where 
many great houses are not now lived 
in and where the owners are taking 
off the roofs in order to avoid the rates. 
The suggestions he makes appear to be 
reasonable, and we hope they will be 
sympathetically considered by the 
Treasury.

Altar Frontal, cross and candlesticks have 
etc., Durham just been completed from 
Cathedral: the designs of Mr. S. E. 
Dykes - Bower, M.A., 
F.R.I.B.A., and are to be placed on 
the Bede Altar in Durham Cathedral. 
The candlesticks and cross make a fine 
symmetrical group, the cross dominat- 
ing the candlesticks and making a 
central feature. The three pieces are 
boldly designed and the craftsmanship 
is excellent. Their scale appears to be 
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admirable for their position. The 
altar frontal carried out by Miss 
Symonds is a fine example of needle- 
craft. Miss Symonds has _ cleverly 
introduced some panels of 17th century 
Spanish needlework which add to its 
charm and colour, forming a decor- 
ative whole which is very pleasing. 
The cross and candlesticks were made 


by Messrs. Comyns and Sons, Ltd. 
The proposal that in the 
Rating Metropolitan area the 
Vacant owners of houses left 
Houses. vacant should be called 


upon to pay some propor- 
tion of the rates, which appears to have 
emanated from a Committee of the 
London County Council, has been the 
subject of some correspondence in The 
Times, and the case against any such 
innovation was excellently stated by 
Mr. Geoffrey Hutchinson, in the issue 
for May 28, though so far we have not 
seen one point raised which appears 
of some importance. The remedy for 
non-payment of rates is distress, and in 
the case of rates this distress covers 
chattels necessary for carrying on 
the defaulting ratepayer’s trade (see 
Bosanquet and Smith, Manual of 
Rating, 1930), and it can be levied in 
any county where the ratepayer has 
goods, and in default of sufficient 
distress the ratepayer becomes liable 
to imprisonment. Spending bodies, 
where the majority have certain politi- 
cal opinions, in seeing how their expen- 
diture is to be met are apt to turn first 
to holders of real property, holdings 
which they appear to wish to discour- 
age; but real property, when no 
revenue can be obtained from it, if 
burdened by taxation or rates, may 
only become the cause of ruin to the 
owner if he is not possessed of other 
resources, and many of the small 
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‘“*SIGURD”’ (WOOD RELIEF).

householders in London are im this 
unfortunate position, having in more 
prosperous times invested their savings 
in house property, considering it a 
safe form of investment. A man 
possessed of several houses which he 
cannot let remuneratively, if com- 
pelled to go on paying the rates, could 
then only either sell the property, 
probably at a ruinous loss, and failing 
to do this he might first be deprived 
of the goods essential to enable him to 
find tenants, and finally be sent to 
prison for three months in default of 
distress. There can be no justification 
for either taxing or rating property 
which gives the owner no return. Small 
property owners are for many reasons 
to be encouraged, but such a prospect 
as the above would deter them from 
investing in real property, and such a 
policy, if adopted, would seriously 
depreciate the rateable values of all 
properties of the same character. |

worth saying. Mr. Edward Johnson, 


the President of the Society, whose 
work is deservedly well known, advo- 
cates more detailed information on the 
labels describing exhibits of handicraft, 
both in regard to materials, method, 
and what the craftsman thought about 
his own work, in order that people 
should know what they are looking at. 
This, though so well intentioned, 
is doubtful advice, for apart from

the danger of self-consciousness, it 
is not good for the craftsman to be 
too vocal about his own work; it 
diverts the spectators’ attention. Nor 
can much be added by such description 
to what should be inherent in the work. 
Mr. John Farleigh, in his paper, wel- 
comes machinery—strange revenge of 
time on the original aims of this 
Society—and assumes a permanence for 
this machine age which may be ques- 
tioned. His plea for the education of 
the employer, no doubt desirable, dis- 
regards the fact that he has to earn 
the dividends on the capital entrusted 
to him, and that the shareholders 
would have something to say did he 
experiment in art values. No one uses 
the machine except for profit, as there 
is no fun in it, and before this leaven 
of art values can penetrate industry, 
the whole method of industry will re- 
quire alteration. Mr. Noel Rooke, in 
an interesting paper, explains the 
need to help the Board of Education 
to put into force the scheme of 1914 
and group the local art schools into 
areas, with one Central School for 
each group of counties. He is on more 
uncertain ground when he tells us, 
in reference to the original aims of the 
Society, that vital ideas need periodic 
re-statement in all senses. But if the 
original ideas were sound and true 
why re-state them? It all sounds so 
plausible until the implications of 
the changes are understood. We 
think the Society would be better 
occupied in maintaining its own prin- 
ciples than in watering them down to 
suit modern ways. This idea that 
change means progress, and that to 
concede the original aims in this way is 
something better, is to ignore the real 
difficulties. 


From the point of view of 
Fire-resisting fire risks in buildings, cer- 


Empire _ tain structures, e.g., classes 
Timbers. of doors, shutters, stair- 

_ cases, landings, beams and. 

posts, . verandas and __balustrades, 


flooring, etc., are regarded as key com- 
ponents, and it is of great importance 
that they should be constructed of 
materials offering a high degree ‘of 
resistance to fire. To meet the require- 
ments of the London Building Act the 
components in question, if constructed 
of timber, must be made from approved 
fire-resisting woods, e.g., teak, jarrah, 
etc. With a view to extending the use 
of selected Empire timbers for building 
and other purposes, the Imperial Insti- 
tute Advisory Committee on Timbers 
some time ago. submitted to the 
London County Council for tests a 
number of Empire timbers considered 
likely to offer a marked degree of 
resistance to fire, and, as previously 
announced, the following were in due 
course approved as  fire-resisting 
materials, viz., Iroko and African 


walnut from British West Africa, Mora 
and Crabwood from British: Guiana, 
Recently, 


and Andaman Padauk. 
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the Advisory Committee submitted a 
further series of selected Empire woods 
for similar tests. The results are now 
available, and it is desired to bring to 
the notice of all interested that the 
following additional Empire timbers 
have been approved by the London 
County Council for use as fire-resisting 
materials as understood in connection 
with the London Building Act :— 
Queensland maple, Seccondee (Sekondi) 
mahogany from the Gold Coast, Pyin- 
kado from Burma, Andaman Pyinma, 
Red Meranti from the Federated Malay 
States, English ash. Samples. of the 
woods may be seen and information 
regarding them obtained at the 
Imperial Institute, South Kensington. 


Statistics given in the 
“ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
indicate that building pro- 
gress is being maintained. 
The index for April for 
dwelling houses, compiled from figures 
submitted by 146 local authorities, 
stands at 185.8, as compared with 
176.8 for March and with 155.3 for 
April, 1934. As compared with the 
March index of 132.7, the April figures 
for “ other buildings ”’ at 117.2 showed 
a slight decline but compared favour- 
ably with the figures of 87.5 for April, 
1934. Unemployment at 15.2 per cent. 
is the lowest for some time, and shows 
a decrease of 1.8 per cent. (approxi- 
mately 16,000 men) since March. Un- 
employment in public works contract- 
ing, at 46.3 per cent., is still depressed’

BURLINGTON FINE ARTS CLUB 


Justice cannot be done in a brief note to 
the remarkable exhibition of the Burling- 
ton Fine Arts Club, which consists of the art 
of primitive peoples mainly from the West 
Coast of Africa and the Pacific. Here we 
have the untrained savage producing what 
can be truly described as works of art. He 
recognises the natural form of his material, 
be it wood, bone or ivory, and from it 
creates his design, a method which has pre- 
vailed throughout the ages, as it does among 
present-day sculptors. Much modern work 
appears to be influenced by the work of the 
primitives, judging from recent exhibitions. 
Amongst the many remarkable pieces on view 
are Nos. 48 to 55, ivory bows for drills. These 
bows are ornamented by incised decorations 
of various animals and hunting subjects; for 
example, No. 53 has decorations or drawings 
of men in umyaks, hunting walrus and 
whales, and on the extreme right a man is 
harpooning seals from a kayak. When it 
is considered that these bows average a 
length of some 14 in., with a diameter of less 
than 1 in., some idea of the precision and 
accuracy of the drawings may be formed. 
No. 66, ivory sistrum, is from Benin, Southern 
Nigeria, and is carved and ornamented in 
the form of human figures and crocodiles. 
No. 69 shows remarkable bronze figures of 
Portuguese soldiers firing cross-bows. No. 110 
is an ivory mask with an expression of stead- 
fastness: it has a pierced headdress design. 
For quality and workmanship this is remark- 
able. It comes from Benin. No. 116, an 
ivory chalice, is another outstanding exhibit, 
the lower part being ornamented with a 
floral pattern in relief and human and croco- 
dile figures. No. 120 is an iron axe with an 
ivory handle terminating in an animal’s head. 
Among the many other exhibits of great in- 
terest are No. 121, an ivory ceremonial 
sceptre; No. 128, a bronze box for storing 
gold dust, from the Gold Coast; and No. 285. 
a jade adze with a wooden haft surmounted 
by a carved human figure. That such work 
as is in this exhibition should have been 
produced by individuals without training is 
astounding.

Proposed College of Art, Dundee. 

The question of the site for the Duncan 
of Jordanstone College of Art has been dis- 
cussed at a meeting of the Governors of 
Dundee Institute of Art and Technology, 
when it was decided that inquiries should be 
made regarding sites. It was also agreed 
that a competition be held for designs and 
plans, and that an assessor be appointed by 
the R.I.B.A. to judge the entries submitted. 


Proposed Police Buildings, Southport. 

A special Southport Corporation commit- 
tee has decided, in connection with the pro- 
posed building of police administrative quar- 
ters, courts, fire station, and firemen’s dwell- 
ing, that a competition be held open to all 
architects in the country, and that the 
President of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects be asked to nominate an assessor. 


Prizes for Essays by Art Teachers. 

Last autumn the council of the Royal 
Society of Arts offered to art teachers the 
following prizes for an essay on “ Training 
Art Students for Industry and Commerce.”’ 
First. prize, £50 and a Life Fellowship of 
the Royal Society of Arts. Second prize, 
£10. Third prize £5. The object of the 
council in offering these prizes was to en- 
courage art teachers to train their students 
in such a way as to fit them to take their 
places as designers or craftsmen in industry, 
and thus fulfil the principal object for which 
the schools of art were established. In re- 
sponse to this offer, 131 essays were received, 
and the judges have made the following 
awards :—

Trent. 

New Municipal Buildings, Barking.

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A NEGLECTED TOWN-PLANNER. 


By E. BERESFORD CHANCELLOR, F.S.A., Hon. A.R.1.B.A. 


By an anomaly difficult to account for, 
the name of Sir James Pennethorne is 
probably less remembered by the general 
public than that of any other architect 
and town-planner of equal distinction. 
Evidences of his handiwork and of the 
largeness of his conception are around us 
in London as well as elsewhere, and yet 
few would probably be able to connect 
him with the buildings he designed or 
the improvements he planned. One of 
the former is just being demolished*— 
the Museum of Practical Geology, which 
had one fagade in Jermyn-street and 
another in Piccadilly; and were not most 
people apparently so indifferent to our 
architectural features (as they probably 
would not be if these were in an alien 
land), they would have recognised the 
dignity with which both frontages were 
instinct, the fagades comparing favour- 
ably with the otherwise often flamboyant 
efforts in the one thoroughfare and the 
rather aimless nature of those in the 
other. 

But Pennethorne was responsible for 
more important achievements than this 
Museum, and certainly the outstanding 
efforts of his architectural genius are 
the happily still existing University of 
London building in Burlington Gardens, 
“one of the most elegant and most 
characteristic for its purpose in London,” 
as it has been called; and the west wing 
of Somerset House, that remarkable 
pastiche on Chambers’s great creation, 
which so many imagine to be part and 
parcel of the earlier architect’s original 
plan. 

Pennethorne, who was’ born in 
Worcester on June 4, 1801, came to 
London and entered the office of John 
Nash, a relation by. marriage of his 
father’s, and in course of time he became 
Nash’s chief assistant, gradually under- 
taking the supervision of the older man’s 
work towards the close of the latter’s 
career. It was Nash who, realising the 
requirements of the Gothic Revival, 
placed Pennethorne, in 1822, under Pugin 
in order that he might familiarise himself 
with that architectural style. Two years 
later we find Pennethorne making the 
Grand Tour, and studying in Rome to 
such good purpose that before his return 
to England he had been made a member 
of the Academy of St. Luke. On coming 
back he at once took a leading place in 
Nash’s office, and in this capacity 
superintended his master’s schemes for 
the Strand and King William-street im- 
frovements. 

At this time Pennethorne appears to 
have concentrated chiefly on the recon- 
struction of London’s then exiguous 
streets, and in 1832 he was being em- 
ployed by the Commissioners of Woods 
and Forests to this end. His great idea 
was the construction of a vast thorough- 
fare which should link up West and East 
London; and although this scheme never 
materialised, and although other less 
ambitious projects of his were stultified 


' by an ill-judged economy on the part of 


the authorities, he did succeed in leaving 
his mark on London in the way of im- 
provements in the appearance and 
amenities of the city. One of the most 
important of these schemes was the for- 
mation of New Oxford-street linking up 
Oxford-street and Holborn in a direct 
line, a scheme which it is surprising

that Nash never seems to have visualised 
when sketching his proposed changes in 
street alignment in this area. The 
creation of Endell-street and Cranbourn- 
street, as well as of Commercial-street in 
the east, are among the benefits Penne- 
thorne also brought about; while at a 
later date he designed Garrick-street, 
Southwark-street and Old-street, as well 
as other subsidiary streets, and thus left 
his creative mark on both East and West 
London. 

Nor were thoroughfares the only form 
of improvement for which he wag re- 
sponsible. He had become Surveyor to 
the Office of Woods and Forests, and it 
was in that capacity that his services 
were employed in the creation of the 
splendid Victoria Park in the East End, 
Battersea Park and Kennington Park, 
while he projected what was to be called 
Albert Park, in 1852, a portion of which, 
known as Finsbury Park, was, however, 
the only’ section that actually 
materialised. 


In the meantime he was busy over 
other official work, including the design- 
ing of the magnificent Ball Room at 
Buckingham Palace, which was erected 
in 1856, the year that saw the comple- 
tion of the south wing of Somerset House. 
He also built the Duchy of Cornwall 
Office opposite the Palace; the west wing 
of the Ordnance Office in Pall Mall, and 
the Library of the Patent Office, besides 
making additions to the National 
Gallery, Marlborough House, etc., as well 
as carrying out the removal of the 
Colonnade in Regent-street and cleverly 
substituting a mezzanine floor in its 
place. 

Some of these improvements are no 
longer in existence, but there still exists 
at the corner of St. James’s-street and 
King-street the structure erected for 
Crockford and once known as the St. 
James’s Bazaar, which is a_ lesser 
example of the architect’s admirable and 
distinguished work. 


That work was not wholly confined to 
London, as in his official capacity Penne- 
thorne improved the surroundings of 
Windsor Castle by the removal of a 
number of old houses which, as in the 
case of many medieval dwellings, clung 
about it, lessening its dignity, and in 
themselves merely picturesque through 
age. He also designed a few large 
country houses, and some ecclesiastical 
structures, among the latter being Christ 
Church in Albany-street, Regent’s Park, 
the first of such buildings erected under 
Bishop Blomfield’s ** Metropolitan 
Church Scheme,” a building which, how- 
ever, was to be rearranged, and, of 
course, decorated by Butterfield in 1867. 
Three years after that event Pennethorne 
received the knighthood he had more 
than earned, an honour he lived only a 
year to enjoy. 

Many of his schemes were destined to be 
frustrated, and some were only carried out 
in a modified way. He was exposed to 
much official opposition and the endless 
trouble that results when various authori- 
ties are concerned in schemes for im- 
provement. Through it all, he won the 
respect of those for and with whom he 
worked, as well as the admiration of 
such as realised his great gifts, both as 
an architect and a town-planner. He 
was not only eminent in his profession, 
but attractive in his private life; and he 
certainly did more for the improvement 
of London than many whose names are 
more readily remembered.

ing official architects, desire to protest 
against the action of the Council. 

(1) We resent the assumption that a Com- 
mittee composed almost entirely of architects 
in private practice is qualified to make 
recommendations concerning official archi- 
tects. ; 

(2) We further strongly resent that this 
Committee has made a communication to our 
employers without our knowledge, and has 
not even published the terms of this commu- 
nication. 

(3) We deplore the attempt to curtail the 
liberties of official architects in their actions 
outside official hours. 

(4) We assert the right of official architects 
to equal status with architects and their 
assistants in private practice as regards their 
membership of the R.I.B.A.

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MEETING OF SALARIED ARCHITECTS. 


AN open meeting of architects in salaried 
employment was held on Wednesday evening 
at Caxton Hall, Westminster. It was con- 
vened by the Association of Architects, Sur- 
veyors and Technical Assistants, the object 
being: ‘‘ To discuss the implications and 
allegations contained in the letter of April 5, 
sent to 2,250 municipal and local authorities 
by the R.I.B.A., and signed by the President. 
Also to discuss the whole question of the 
status and economic position’ of the entire 
salaried section of the profession, seventy per 
cent. of whom are engaged upon a salaried 
basis.’’ About a hundred and ten or a hundred 
and twenty persons were present. 

Mr. R. Wynn Owen, F.R.I.B.A., presided, 
and in opening the proceedings said the 
R.I.B.A.’s letter was an epistolatory ana- 
chronism. Thirty years ago, when the 
question of what constituted a qualified archi- 
tect was somewhat enigmatical, there might 
have been some grounds for a letter of that 
sort; but at the present time, when there was 
an established register of architects, the letter 
was an amazing illustration of the way in 
which the R.I.B.A. had lost touch with the 
profession. Thirty years ago architects in 
rye had been in private practice, but to- 
ay seventy per cent. of them were employed 
on a salaried basis. The profession had no 
control over this development, and must 
adjust itself to the changed conditions; but 
the R.I.B.A. still nursed the illusion that the 
employing public could be lured back to the 
commission basis as the only method of 
securing architectural services. As one result 


.of this attitude the salaried men in the pro- 


fession had found it necessary to form the 
A.A.S8.T.A. The R.I.B.A.’s communication 
contained certain wild allegations and asper- 
sions upon the qualifications, ability and even 
integrity of a considerable section of the class 
of salaried architects, and was a flagrant 
advertisement of the private practising 
architect by a body, the majority of whose 
members were salaried architects. The com- 
munication, sent behind the backs of those to 
whom it referred to over two thousand local 
authorities, had caused so much indignation 
that the Association had deemed it necessary 
to convene the present meeting to give salaried 
architects an opportunity of expressing their 
views, 

Mr. Newton (President) said it would have 
been easy to frame a resolution merely 
condemning the action of the R.I.B.A., but 
@ mere negative attitude would produce 
nothing. If anything was to be accomplished 
an affirmative attitude was needed and a con- 
structive policy. Some of the aims set forth 
in the R.I.B.A. circular were such as all 
architects would agree with, but the 
document, after stating that it did not 
desire to show any preference for the private 
architect as compared with the official one, 
manifested a very marked preference, and 
sought to show that the privately practising 
architect was in a position of superiority as 
compared with the official one. The sweeping 
allegations of corruption contained in the 
circular were condemned by -their wholesale 
and indiscriminate nature. There were black 
sheep in every flock, but no impartial person 
could approve this attempt to blacken the 
whole flock of official architects. The 
R.1.B.A. was a learned institute exist- 
ing for the promotion of architecture, 
and the pursuit of trade union aims 
would be quite incompatible with the form of 
its constitution. It had collaborated with the 
A.A.8.T.A. in the preparation of a scale of 
salaries for architects employed by public 
authorities, and had directed its members to 
endeavour to obtain salaries according to that 
scale; but the question of pursuing the matter 
further by direct approach to local authorities 
was a different thing, and no information was 
forthcoming as to what it would or would not 
do in that matter. Since that time the 
A.A.8.T.A. had sent to the R.I.B.A. Council 
a proposal for a scale of salaries for assistants 
in private offices in proportion to those

recommended in departmental offices ; but this 
proposal had been rejected by the R.I.B.A. 
Council, and the A.A.S.T.A. had withdrawn 
its representatives from the R.I.B.A., -and 
ceased official collaboration in the Institute's 
work. He moved the following resolution :— 


This meeting of architects in salaried 
employment recognises the need for 
strengthening their representation on the 
Registration Council in order to protect 
their statutory and economic interests, 
which are jeopardised by the actions of 
asthdbecbaiil bodies which, though  sup- 
ported by the membership of salaried 
men, confine their influence to the promo- 
tion of the interests of private practising 
architects—as exemplified by the letter of 
April 5, 1935, of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, sent to municipal and 
local authorities. 

It further desires to correct the impli- 
cation therein contained that private prac- 
tice is synonymous with the status of 
qualified architect. 


This meeting particularly protests against 
the vague aspersions cast upon officials of 
public authorities set forth in paragraph 5 
of the letter referred to. 


Mr. V. Leslie Nash, A.R.I.B.A. (Chairman 
of Council, A.A.S.T.A.), seconding the reso- 
lution, said the R.I.B.A. was a hundred years 
old, and the circular now being discussed 
was a manifestation of the only possible 
policy that could emanate from the R.1.B.A.’s 
constitution, interests, and economic ambi- 
tions. ‘the R.I.B.A. had raised the status of 
the practising architect to a very high level in 
society. I1t had fought for and won certain 
things. But the march of events had left it 
behind, and it was now an encumbrance to 
the greater part of the architectural pro- 
fession. It had a job to do for a certain 
class, and was doing it, but salaried archi- 
tects for whom private practice was impos- 
sible would be foolish to subsidise a body 
whose policy must be to their detriment. 
The conditions under which the R.I.B.A. 
had been formed had largely passed away 
by 1900. By that time there had been a 
complete industrial and commercial revolu- 
tion. Scores of local authorities were then 
beginning to undertake work of a social 
character, and railways were getting what 
architectural services they could from salaried 
employees. Subsequent developments had 
resulted in the R.I.B.A. finding itself still 
less in touch with the times. It had had 
very little to do with the post-war housing 
movement, while, apart from public authori- 
ties, it saw a growing field of architectural 
practice being swallowed by big business. All 
sorts of commercial and industrial enterprises 
were now bringing into architectural prac: 
tice the technique more or less of mass 
production. Against the growing “‘ salarisa- 
tion ©’ of the profession the R.I.B.A.’s weapon 
had been registration. At one time it had 
attempted to take away from the officials 
of local authorities the right to practise 
architecture, and had sought to get a statu- 
tory monopoly for private practitioners. The 
present circular was a crystallisation of the 
R.1.B.A.’s attitude. The policy of salaried 
architects should be to recognise the fact that 
the controlling body of the profession was 
not now the R.I.B.A. but the Architects’ 
Registration Council of the United Kingdom, 
and they should seek to get themselves repre- 
sented on that Council in proportion to their 
numbers. k : 

Mr. T. Braddock said those who lived in 
glass houses should not throw stones. — He 
auoted some instances of architects in private 
practice whose conduct was not at all times 
above reproach. Among these was one who 
in writing to builders and others for estimates 
would conclude his letters, ‘‘ I shall be glad 
to receive your estimate by ’’—mentioning a 
date—‘‘ and where do I come in?’’ There 
were possibly people employed by county 
councils "who took a piece of notepaper or 
kept the electric light burning after office 
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hours, but what would the R.1.B.A. say if 
the A.A.S.T.A. sent round.a-circular stating 
that private architects generally acted in 
such a way as in the cases he (the speaker) 
had given? The only way for employed archi- 
tects to improve their working and financial 
conditions was by organisation amongst them- 
selves: it was waste of time for the 
A.A.S.T.A. to put representatives on councils 
where there was bound to be an overwhelm- 
ing majority against it. 

Mr. C. Hutton said the réle of private 
practitioner tended to become an anachronism 
in architecture, inasmuch as the work most 
urgently waiting was that in connection with 
housing and planning, which work could best 
be done by salaried architects in communica- 
tion with the respective authorities. The 
R.I.B.A. would not do anything to com- 
promise its position with its members’ clients, 
most of whom were people of property. 

Mr. Pointon Taylor said it had been stated 
at that meeting that the R.I.B.A., after agree- 
ing to a scale for official architects, had been 
aghast at the suggestion that that scale should 
be transferred to salaried architects in private 
offices. He had been present at the council 
meeting where the resolution in question had 
been put forward. The discussion then had 
not been a lengthy one, and the chairman had 
asked the members to vote on the point of 
principle. The point of principle had been 
lost by only two votes, and this suggested 
that there was in the Institute a body of 
people agreeing with the idea. The matter 
had come up again, the R.I.B.A. had ap- 
pointed representatives to discuss with repre- 
sentatives of the A.A.S.T.A. and, so far as 
he knew, the present position was that the 
representatives of the two bodies had failed 
to produce a considered report on the merits 
of the situation. The A.A.S.T.A. should 
make another effort. There was a distinction 
to be drawn between the official architect and 
the salaried architect in private employment, 
inasmuch as the official architect did not 
usually get his appointment until after a 
fairly long experience. 

Mr. L. A. F. Ireland said that salaried 
architects should stand up against this 
circular, which had been sent behind their 
backs to 2,000 local authorities in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. Salaried 
architects resented the action of the R.I.B.A. 
very strongly He was a member of the 
R.1.B.A., but felt it was necessary for him- 
self and others who were members of both 
bodies to reconsider the question of how 
much longer it was necessary for them to 
remain members of the R.I.B.A. 


Mr. Davies said that he and his fellow- 
students took very seriously the question of 
what was to become of them when they left 
the schools, and this, in spite of the fact that 
in the schools a general impression was 
created that, once qualified, the young archi- 
tect would soon be in private practice. The 
real prospect was unemployment or employ- 
ment at # poor salary. 

Mr. H. S. King said he was employed by a 
local authority. He was not allowed to do 
work of a private nature, and, moreover, 
had no time to do it. In municipal employ- 
ment there was a tremendous amount of 
work to do. 


The Secretary, in the course of a reply to 
the discussion, said Mr. Pointon Taylor had 
spoken on the question of salaries in private 
offices, and had said it was only by a small 
majority that the R.I.B.A. had rejected the 
proposal to fix salaries therein. That was 
true, but there had. been indications since 
that had there been a larger attendance at 
the Council meeting the proposal would have 
been lost, anbeithetenting. Mr. Pointon 
Taylor suggested that the A.A.S.T.A. should 
still try to do something m the matter. If 
the R.I.B.A. would put a firm resolution on 
paper and send it to the A.A.S.T.A., that 
resolution would be considered, but unless the 
R.I.B.A. would send such a resolution the 
A.A.S.T.A. would not enter into further 
discussion. 


The resolution was carried unanimously. 
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WELDED STEEL DESIGN AND 
EARTHQUAKES 


A NEW ZEALAND STRUCTURE. 


Some striking innovations in steelwork 
technique may develop from a building at 
Hamilton, New Zealand, opened by Viscount 
Galway, Governor-General of New Zealand, 
on May 28. 

This building, the ‘‘ Bledisloe’’ Hall of 
Agriculture, possesses some unique features 
of structural design in which the welding of 
light steel members plays an important part. 
The design of this part of the building has 
arisen from a reversal of theory in regard 
to the minimising of the risks and dangers 
of earthquakes, which are, as is known, not 
uncommon in the Dominion. Up to the 
present time it had been thought that heavy 
construction stood the best chance of resist- 
ing shock. Recent effects have shown this 
theory to be incorrect, and the ‘“‘ Bledisloe ”’ 
Hall of Agriculture is an attempt to show 
that a rigid building of comparatively light 
weight (such as is best obtainable by weld- 
ing) is the ideal form of construction. 

The hall, which has been erected by tlie 
Waikato Winter Show Association, is 50 ft. 
high and 224ft. long, with side galleries 
18 ft. wide. The arches are of no less than 
83 ft. span, and there is not a single bolt- 
hole throughout, all members being jointed 
by welding—every part of which was carried 
out on the site. It is claimed for the system 
devised that it influences both cost and 
strength. Reference to the illustrations 
shows how the work was done. The steel 
members (supplied by Messrs. Dorman, Long, 
from Middlesbrough), were transported to 
the site, where the various sections forming 
the 83ft. arches were spot-welded. Fig. 1 
shows the first truss in position. The 
method of fabrication and erection is an 
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essential part of the design—there being no 
shopwork or double handling. Each truss is 
built up lying horizontally on the ground at 
the far end of the building and transported 
horizontally into position. It is claimed that 
only by welding could this manner of erec- 
tion (which, as will be seen, completely elimi- 
nates the expensive and lengthy business of 
erecting form work) be employed. Fig. 2 
shows the second truss actually going into 
position. The time taken by five men to 
transport and erect each 3-ton truss on to its 
concrete footing was one hour! The gantry 
used to haul the trusses into position is 
shown in this illustration. Fig. 3 shows the 
framework at the halfway stage. The steel 
purlins are going into position. The lower 
parts of the trusses form the walls. An 
interesting and valuable point is that the 
steelwork has been so designed that scaffold- 
ing is unnecessary. In the illustration the 
men can be seen perched on the steelwork 
while welding. Fig. 4 shows part of the 
completed steel frame—the whole twelve 
trusses and intermediate braces having been 
erected in 42 days. The building has been 
roofed with copper-bearing steel sheeting. 

It would appear that the essence of the 
scheme is careful design and close co-opera- 
tion between the engineer and the steel 
fabricators. The hall will be of special 
interest to engineers in Great Britain, be- 
cause it illustrates the efficiency and economy 
of an entirely new method of designing and 
using steel in buildings and other structures. 
The hall has so impressed the _ recent 
Governor-General that he has permitted it 
to be named after him. 

The building, it may be thought, indi- 
cates that some changes of great importance 
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to the steel industry may be coming. Pos- 
sibly building regulations will require some 
modifications so that the steel industry may 
obtain the benefits which this building has 
been proved under commercial test in New 
Zealand to possess. The authorities and 
citizens of Hamilton may justly be proud in 
having encouraged an experiment on such a 
large and practical scale, and in permitting 
that freedom of design, unhampered by re- 
strictions, which is so essential to the suc- 
cessful development of a new technique of 
construction.

The 
Scholarship is provided by the R.I.B.A., 
which makes a grant of £750 a year to the 
British School at Rome.

DISCUSSION ON “WHAT STRIKES ME 
ABOUT LONDON.” 

Memsers of the London Society assembled 
at the Hotel Victoria, Northumberland- 
avenue, W.C., on Thursday, May 30, for their 
twenty-sixth annual dinner, the Earl of Craw- 
ford and Balcarres, K.T., presiding. After 
the dinner various speakers addressed the 
gathering on the subject of ‘“‘ What strikes 
me about London.” 


The Very Rev. Dr W. R. Matthews (Dean 
of St. Paul’s) said London’s proud position as 
the magnet that drew all hearts was vanish- 
ing. He had come across one or two people 
who had come up to London for the first time 
about the same time as he had returned to 
it, and these were bitterly disappointed. 
Their previous idea of London had been 
formed on what they had seen at the cinema, 
and the reality did not measure up to the 
standard set by the films. When he thought 
of the people of London he arrived at a 
strange paradox. London was Cosmopolis— 
every kind of human being could be met 
there; nevertheless, London was definitely 
and precisely English. As to the physical im- 
pression made by London, he was more and 
more impressed by the fact that there were 
two persons who had contributed almost all 
the beauty that there was in the great city. 
One-of these was Sir Christopher Wren and 
the other Father Thames, and the unfortu- 
nate thing was that Londoners had done 
their best to cover up the works of both 
these great artists. They had crossed the 
Thames with many and unworthy bridges, 
and allowed its south bank to remain a 
squalid disgrace. In so far as Sir Christopher 
Wren was concerned, he (the speaker) was 
able to tell his audience that there was no 
immediate danger of St. Paul’s tumbling 
down; and there was a Bill now before Par- 
liament to prevent, within a definite area. 
boring ‘beneath the soil to a depth that would 
endanger the foundations of the Cathedral. 
But it was not much good to keep St. Paul’s 
standing if no one could see it; and it seemed 
as though London was getting so much built 
up that it would be necessary to climb to the 
top of a high building to see what the 
Cathedral was really like. It would be a 
great pity—indeed, it would be a disgrace— 
if we covered the city with many distinguished 
buildings which, when taken as a whole, 
would in fact make no whole, but a mere 
agglomeration of various styles and different 
intentions. He could not understand why 
there was so much discussion on the question 
of raising the height of London’s buildings. 
Going round the city, he saw large numbers 
of offices to let; why, then, was it assumed 
to be necessary to build palatial blocks of 
new offices? Variety and incoherence were 
London’s principal charm. 

Sir Hal Colebatch (Agent-General for 
Western Australia) said, as to first im- 
pressions of London, a friend of his had said 
that when he first went to live there he 
hated the place because he felt so lonely. No 
one cared what he did or what happened to 
him.. But after a few years that friend had 
come to love London for the very reason that 
first of all had led him to hate it—because 
no one was interested in what he was doing. 
What was London? Was it the City where 
fortunes were made and lost’ every hour, so 
full of bustling activity during the daytime 
and so deserted and solitary at night? Or 
was it the West End, where in the daytime 
throngs of people went shopping and at night 
assembled for all sorts of pleasure and amuse- 


ment? Or was it the East End, where people, | 


ill-fed, ill-clad and ill-housed, set. up a coztstant 
argument against our boasted progress? Was 
London: as it appeared in the guide-books, a 
gigantic and ill-favoured ‘octopus spreading 
innumerable and interminable tentacles north, 
south, east and west over the whole of 
England, sucking all that was fair and good 
in the countryside into its insatiable maw, 
or was it a good place for people to come to 


from Aberdeen and Palestine? London was 
all these things, mingling with and modifying 
each other. As a visitor from a young and 
undeveloped country, in which the doctrine of 
first things first was enforced by economic 
conditions, he might perhaps say that the 
thing that appealed to him most in London 
was the wealth of old tradition and the 
splendour of old things. Another thing that 
struck him was the wide extent and the truly 
amazing beauty of the gardens, parks and 
heaths in and around London. The strongest 
impression of London that he would take 
back to Australia was that of the London 
people, with their inexhaustible good humour, 
unfailing kindness and unlimited hospitality. 

Lieut.-Col, Sir Arnold T. Wilson, M.P., 
said he might travesty a classic poet and say : 
‘“* This is our Sparta, dirty but incomparable ; 
and we are Londoners, ruled, but indomitable. 
We will play our part, and slowly and 
gradually transform our metropolis into some- 
thing greater than our ancestors imagined.”’ 
The greatest crimes in London were not com- 
mitted by private persons, but by County 
Councils and Corporations, by the Commis- 
sioners for Crown Lands, or, in the last resort, 
by Parliament. For example, why was 
Oxford-circus, when rebuilt immediately after 
the War, at a time when imaginative plan- 
ning was already coming into vogue, rebuilt 
of exactly the same size as Nash had planned 
it a hundred years ago? Because the adjoin- 
ing property was controlled by the Commis- 
sioners for Crown Lands. These had had the 
Circus rebuilt precisely as it was before, with 
the result that there could never be a con- 
course for ‘‘ tubes ’’ underground. Piccadilly- 
circus was to some extent owned by other 
people than the Crown, and so it had been 
possible to make a concourse of tubes there. 
He had taken a Canadian engineer around 
London a few years ago and asked him what 
struck him most. The Canadian’s reply was, 
“There is no main drainage in any city in the 
world to compare with that of London : your 
main outfall is a marvel.’? In July last year 
he had taken a party of American naval 
cadets around London. When he first en- 
countered them late one evening they had 
seen nothing of London worth their admira- 
tion : they did not think our theatres were up 
to much, the films were old, and the traffic 
ill-organised. They wanted to go back to 
America. He took them for a voyage of dis- 
covery : he walked them down Whitehall, by 
this time empty and gleaming; he showed 
them the great buildings, crossed Lambeth 
Bridge, went down the Embankment on the 
southern side and gave them coffee and 
sausages outside the Archbishop’s palace at 
Lambeth, from a stall which had had its 
licence for three hundred years from the 
Archbishop. He had taken them back over 
the new Lambeth Bridge, and they agreed that 
they ‘‘ must walk London by night. It is,” 
they said, ‘‘ too beautiful for words. There 
is nothing like this in New York.” Among 
these Americans he had made three firm con- 
verts to London, who would be impressed all 
their lives by its amazing variety and by its 
history going back to the time of the Roman 
bath and earlier. London had a rich inherit- 
ance of noble history, which it should be the 
daily dream: of its inhabitants to increase. 
Was London to be a second Athens, where 
men, women and children might lead a 
worthy life, or was it to be a place where 


people would come only to amuse themselves?

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DOORS AND WINDOWS 


LECTURE AT CARPENTERS’ HALL. 

Tue third of a series of five lectures on 
‘‘Carpentry and Joinery’’ was given on 
Wednesday evening, May 22, at Carpenters’ 
Hall, London Wall. Mr. W. H. Ansell, 
V.P.R.I.B.A., was the lecturer, and his 
subject, ‘‘ Doors and Windows.” Mr. L. 
Jacob, Past-Master of the Carpenters’ Com- 
pany, presided. 


Mr. Ansell said that to-day there was a 
tendency to do away with the use of wood 
for windows, while in some modern build- 
ings even the doors were made of metal. 
There were bronze doors outside, and one 
hardly knew what metal doors inside. Even 
the architraves and linings of the door frame 
were of metal. This use of metal had been 
carried farthest in America, but people 
there could not get away from the desire to 
make the metal appear like wood. It was 
grained like wood in an amazing manner, 
after which it was painted and finished off, 
with the result that one could hardly tell it 
was not a wooden door. He was glad to 
say that in England, on account of the talk 
about the use of Empire woods, there was 
a desire on the part of architects to get back 
again to somewhat finer craftsmanship, as 
was possible with the use of such timber. He 
believed that the use of good wooden doors 
was increasing here. In the ordinary house, 
although there was a notable increase in the 
use of metal windows, there was no place 
for the metal door. The ordinary English- 
man rather shrank from the idea of having 
anything but a timber door, even though 
that timber door might shrink from him 
after he had been in the house for a short 
time, and there was every hope that timber 
doors would come back again even in the 
finer buildings. 

A selection of pictures showing the doors 
of the new R.I.B.A. headquarters was then 
thrown on to the screen and compared with 
specimens of doors used throughout the ages, 
and the various designs and methods of con- 
struction were explained by the lecturer. 
Referring to Gothic doors, he said that such 
doors were for the most part formed by 
upright boards fastened to some kind of 
framework at the back. In early cases such 
framework was nothing more than a set of 
boards similar to those outside, but nailed 
horizontally, the whole door being held to- 
gether by great nails which nobody took any 
trouble to hide. All early doors were like 
this, but later the door began to have more 
scientific treatment. It was found unneces- 
sary to nail the whole of the door inside; 
one or two ledges could be used which would 
serve the purpose of a complete covering. 


It was interesting to note how the use of 
modern material assisted in the construction 
of a door, and the craftsmanship of such 
doors was generally very good, because, 
although the makers used modern material, 
they used it on traditional lines. The flush 


door was considered a modern development ' 


of the first type of door in use, and it was 
made in some very effective designs. In 
regard to boarded doors with ledges, it was 
much better to make a good ‘“‘V”’ jointing 
to prevent the appearance of the crack be- 
tween the boards, which was never pleasing 
to see. If they had a big framing consisting 
of small rectangular panels in the solid 
framing covered with oak boarding outside, 
Then 
there was the braced door, and it was better 
in, this case if the centre ledge was really 
central so that the braces might be on the 
same line; but one saw numbets of doors 
where the braces had been put on at an 
irregular angle. Such doors were best hung 
by cross garnet hinges, and these were very 
successful when secured on the boarding side 
of the door; otherwise, when the door was 


opened,’ there. ‘was a great strain on the. 
boards, and a. wide crack appeared between. 


door and lining on the side where the. hinges 
were. The framed, ledged and braced door 


was a very good type of door. Panel doors 
followed the general vogue of panelling. 

As regards external doors, there were one 
or two things which every carpenter should 
observe very carefully. One was to take care 
to keep the wet out of the bottom of an 
external door. This was always difficult, 
even if one had a metal strip running along 
the bottom of the door, with the door but- 
ting up against that, and an overhanging 
weather moulding with a tongue let into the 
door. Really the best thing, if one wished 
to be sure that no wet should get in at 
an external door, was to have an oak cill 
with metal strip, and a weather moulding 
to prevent wet blowing over the metal strip. 
Where he had used that detail he had had 
no wet in. As to French windows, there 
were variations in the meeting stiles, and he 
always liked to put a hook rebate there. 
This was an overlapping piece so that the 
door or casement stiles would fit one into 
the other, and it undoubtedly kept the 
weather out. Such a thing might not be 
necessary in an ordinary house in an 
ordinary street, but when building a house 
set nearly seven hundred feet up, standing 
on the brow of a hill overlooking the whole 
Weald of Kent, it seemed there was nothing 
between that and the Equator, and the winds 
were terrific, so that one had to take special 
precautions to prevent them getting in, and 
in such circumstances the use of the hook 
rebate was advisable. 

In regard to inner doors, all knew the 
trouble there was with carpets. He always 
used a cill of oak or other hard wood, cham- 
fered both sides, so that when the door 
opened it cleared the carpet. As to the 
linings and so on of internal doors, the com- 
monest lining. was the plain board with the 
stop piece nailed on. It was planted straight 
on to the brickwork with a small badly 
shaped moulding as architrave to cover the 
edges. If there were any grounds at all they 
were not framed. They might be halved at 
the angle and nailed. There were no back- 
ing pieces. But grounds were really impor- 
tant if there was to be good true fixing for 
the joinery, and they must be true, not in- 
winding. They should be framed at the 
angles, and both the front and back of the 
ground should be true. There should be 
backing pieces connecting the grounds inside 
the room with those outside, and breeze fix- 
ing bricks should be built in to secure these. 
With panelled lining he would not use 
moulded grounds, but hidden grounds made 
and fixed as described. The rails of the 
panelled linings should have stub tenons, be- 
cause if tenoned through in the ordinary 
way and wedged, when the stiles shrank they 
would leave the tenons projecting and that 
would bulge the architrave. If it was de- 
sired to be very sumptuous, double-framed 
linings could’ be used. The architraves 
should be tenoned and mitred’ and have 
plinth blocks the same height. as the skirting. 
This should be tongued or housed to the 
plinth, and in really good work tongued also 
to the floor. But there were not many houses 
where that was done. 

Referring again to the flush door, the lec- 
turer said this had become fashionable and 
was to be found in quite small houses. 
People imagined that the flush doors in such 
a house were the same as: other flush doors, 
but as a matter of fact they were not. The 
point with the flush door was, of course, that 
it had an internal framework covered by a 
thin facing. That framework might be of 
many kinds, and it was on its framework 
that the success of a flush door depended. 
Flush doors could be bought very cheaply, 
but it was not advisable to go too low in 
price, because such doors were bound to fail. 
They would twist. 

Mr. Jacob said he had recently had occa- 
sion to make inquiries about the’ use of flush 
doors, and had fourid that.the weak points 
about such doors were at the top and bottom. 


The makers told him that if ‘he -used: their - 


doors he must’ see: that they “were not stood- 
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about in a damp room in @ new building, 
and he was to be particular to see that the 
top and bottom edges of the door were 
painted and varnished. 


CARE OF HISTORIC HOUSES 


An appeal for the preservation of the 
historic houses of England was made by 
Lord Lothian at the annual dinner of the 
British Antique Dealers’ Association at 
Grosvenor House last week. 

Lord Lothian said that the historic dwell- 
—— of Britain, many of which were 
full of exquisite furniture and beautiful 
pictures, were in danger of destruction. In 
the view of a competent authority there 
were some 57 great houses and between 550 
and 600 smaller country houses which pos- 
sessed real historic interest, architectural 
quality, or natural beauty...In some ways 
these houses, with their gardens and parks, 
their pictures and furnishings, were the 
most characteristic products of° British art 
and love of beauty. It would be a disaster 
if they were allowed to disappear. Yet with 
death duties, income tax, surtax, and other 
taxes, the disappearance at any rate of the 
larger houses was inevitable. In another 
generation hardly one of them would be 
dwelt in as a private residence. In his own 
neighbourhood many great houses were not 
lived in and the owners were taking off the 
roofs in order to avoid rates. 

The State to-day spent nearly £400,000 in 
maintaining museums, old palaces, historic 
buildings, and ancient monuments. Yet it 
was not only making no contribution towards 
the maintenance of buildings of even far 
greater interest and beauty, but was actually 
forcing them into destruction. It was surely 
worth while for the State to divert some of 
the taxes it derived from these properties 
into maintaining them. Private owners were 
probably spending between half a million and 
a million pounds a year in keeping up these 
properties, quite apart’ from the cost of 
living in them. If the State was determined 
to make it impossible for private people to 
continue preserving those museums and their 
contents, would it not be wise to help the 
owners to keep the buildings and parks 
intact’ on condition of allowing some public 
access to them, instead of waiting till the 
cost of restoration became a public charge 
and the gold mine of the death duties had 
been worked out? 

The speaker suggested that the Historic 
Monuments Commission should be asked to 
schedule those houses and gardens which in 
its opinion were of real historic interest and 
natural beauty; that the houses and gardens 
so scheduled should be exempt from death 
duties till they were sold, and even when 
sold, provided they were kept intact by the 
new purchaser ; and finally, that the National 
Trust should be empowered to acquire and 
manage such properties and let them to suit- 
able tenants. He thought it would pay the 
State in the long run to give the National 
Trust an annual grant to enable them to 
acquire such properties and to make arrange- 
ments with their owners to remain occupiers 
on condition that they defrayed some part 
of the cost of maintenance and subject to 
some degree of public accesss. 





Midland Town Planning. 

The: Government’s decision to provide a 
numberof new aerodromes in various parts 
of the country was referred to at the annual 
meeting of the Midland Joint Town Planning 
Advisory Council, when approval was given 
to an expenditure of £500 for the engagement 
of the services of an aeronautical expert to 
advise on the allocation of sites for aero- 
dromes. It was suggested that the action of 
the Town Planning Authority was most 
opportune, and that it would be possible for 
the Advisory Council to work in co-operation 
with. the Government in this matter. Sir 
Herbert H. Humphries has agreed to continue 
as hon. surveyor, even though he: is retiring 
from the post of engineer and svrveyor to the- 
Birmingham -City Council.= ... - ig

Quarterly Report to Members. 

We take the following extracts from the 
first quarterly report to members of the Insti- 
tute of Registered Architects :— 

CerTIFICATE OF Memsersuip.—The Council 
has accepted a recommendation from its 
standing committee that a certificate of mem- 
bership be now issued. The actual format of 
the certificate is under consideration. The 
Council has decided to hold a competition, 
limited to members of this Institute, for a 
design for a badge for the certificate of mem- 
bership and for incorporation in the Insti- 
tute’s seal. A premium of five guineas will 
be awarded to the competitor whose design is 
accepted. Sir Edwin Lutyens (President of 
the Institute), Mr. G. H. Widdows (Chairman 
of Council), and Mr. Vincent Burr (Chairman 
of the Finance and General Purposes Com- 
mittee) have been nominated as assessors. Full 
particulars of the competition will be circu- 
lated to members at an early date. 

Cope oF PROFESSIONAL PRACTICE AND SCALE 
or Cuarces.—A provisional Code of Practice 
and Scale of Charges is now receiving final 
consideration, and it is anticipated that copies 
will shortly be sent to members for their 
romments. 

By-Laws.—The Institute’s By-laws are now 
receiving final consideration, and will shortly 
be submitted to the council for approval; 
thereafter, copies will be sent to all members 
for information and guidance. 

RecionaL RecisTer or Memsers.—With the 
continuous increase in the membership, and 
the constant additions and alterations in the 
register entailed thereby, it has been found 
impossible to issue a list of members which 
would be accurate when received by them. 
Members may rest assured, however, that the 
need for such a publication is well appre- 
ciated, and an issue will be made at the 
earliest practicable moment. 

MempersHiP.—During the past three 
months, applications for membership have 
been exceptionally heavy, and over 150 new 
members have been elected to May 31. 

Arcuitects’ RecistraTion Act, 1931.— 
During 1933 the Registration Council ap- 
pointed an Amending Act Committee, but at 
the Registration Council’s annual meeting in 
March of this year, that committee ceased to 
function: ‘The council of the Institute of 
Registered Architects has therefore invited 
the council of the Royal Institute of British 
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Architects to convene a meeting of repre- 
sentatives of all associations recognised by the 
Registration Act, for the purpose of estab- 
lishing a joint committee for drafting amend- 
ments to the Act. 


CHARTERED SURVEYORS’ INSTITUTION. 
Annual Elections. 


At the 67th annual meeting of the Char- 
tered Surveyors’ Institution, Mr. H. M. 
Stanley (Messrs. St. Quintin, Son & Stanley) 
was installed in the presidential chair, in 
succesion to Mr. Alan Arnold (Winchester). 

The annual report stated that the Institu- 
tion had assisted in the preparation of the 
scheme, now completed, for the formation of 
an association for improving the marketing 
of timber grown in this country. The amal- 
amation of the Scottish Estate Factors’ 

ociety with the Institution had received the 
assent of members. 

Sir John Oakley and Mr. Dendy Watney 
(past-presidents) had been reappointed for a 
year to represent the institution on the Aero- 
dromes Advisory Board. Mr. H. F. Cobb 
had been nominated as the professional repre- 
sentative upon the selection board of candi- 
dates for posts as Assistant Surveyor of 
Lands (Admiralty). Mr. E. B. Gillett had 
been appointed by the Commissioners of In- 
land Revenue to serve on the selection board 
of candidates as third-class valuers on the 
permanent staff of the Valuation Office. Mr. 
S. L. Thacker assisted the board in their 
selection of candidates for mineral appoint- 
ments. 


THE HOUSING 
PROGRAMME 


In the course of a letter to The Times on 
this subject Mr. Alfred Bossom, M.P., 
F.R.1.B.A., refers to Sir Hilton Young’s cam- 
paign against the slums, stressing that ‘‘ there 
were some 350,000 unemployed in tlie building 
industry when he began his drive. Almost 
all of this slack has now been taken up in key 
trades of the industry.. Among bricklayers, 
for instance, the unemployed to-day are only 
7 per cent. or 8 per cent. of the whole. 

*‘ Our national building bill at the present 
moment is about £300,000,000 a year. At the 
lowest estimate the new Overcrowding Bill 
will add 10 per cent. to this figure for the five 
years after it comes into operation. There 
are thus three prolific sources of building 
activity to be reckoned with :— 

‘**(1) The slum clearance work, (2) private 
enterprise busily responding to the enlarged 
needs of the nation, and (3) the carrying out 
of the new measure against overcrowding. 

**To them has now been added a fourth— 
namely, the provision of 31 aerodromes at ex- 
press speed in various parts of the country, 
away from the towns. It has been agreed that 
workers on these aerodromes are to receive 
slightly higher wages than those prevailing 
in the towns, and already there are signs that 
men are being induced to leave their jobs 
under (1), (2), and (3) and enlist in the better- 
paid service. This was one of the factors that 
after the War sent the cost of the £350 house 
soaring to the £1,000 mark. In other words, 
a scramble for men is almost sure to develop. 

** When pressed upon these vital matters, 
the Minister of Health, in the House and in 
Committee, has expressed his reliance in the 
Advisory Committee which is provided for in 
his Bill. ...I would say that it is not 
merely desirable but imperative that this 
Advisory Committee should: be empowered 

“ (a) to treat all these vast building enter- 
prises as a single undertaking and to bring it 
to fruition in the light of a nation-wide time 
and progress schedule; (6) to modernise and 
standardise our building regulations and by- 
laws; and (c) to sanction and facilitate the 
immediate and universal adoption of any 
building. material, device, or method that-has 
once received the approval of the Govern- 
ment’s own building research station.” 
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CUDDESDON COLLEGE 
CHAPEL COMPETITION 


In a limited competition for a new chapel 
at Cuddesdon College, Oxfordshire, the asses- 
sor, Mr. Edward Maufe, M.A., F.R.1.B.A., 
has awarded first place to the design sub- 
mitted by Professor H. 8. Goodhart-Rendel, 
F.R.I.B.A. The award was made known at 
a meeting of the Advisory Board of the Col- 
lege on June 3, the Bishop of Oxford being 
in the chair, and was unanimously confirmed. 
We illustrate the winning design this week. 

In the course of his report the assessor 
writes as follows :— 

** After careful examination of the designs 
submitted in this competition I consider that 
No. 3 (Mr. H. S. Goodhart-Rendel) provides 
the best solution to the —— involved, and 
is definitely outstanding in architectural 
merit—therefore I place it first. I have no 
hesitation in endorsing the reasons given by 
No. 3 in his report for the siting of this 
Chapel. He gives the following four points : 
(1) The house is brought into architectural 
relation with the College. (2) The existing 
drive and the grass surrounding the tree are 
undisturbed. (3) The west front of the Col- 
lege is kept as open to the south-west as 
possible. ( The connection between College 
and Chapel is simple and convenient. 

** But what I think far more important is 
that this chapel will group up admirably with 
the College buildings, and be right with the 
lie of the land. 

“The plan fulfils the requirements of the 
conditions of the competition; it is simple and 
practical, yet romantic in conception. Ex- 
ternally the design has competence and charm 
and is in full sympathy with the work of 
Street. Internally I would particularly com- 
mend the volume of the chapel in general 
and the beautiful shapes attained in the 
various parts of the building. The vaulting 
is admirably dealt with in fire-resisting con- 
struction—stone and reinforced concrete. 

** According to the conditions of the com- 
petition the author of the selected design 
shall, if required, make any reasonable modi- 
fications in his design to meet the require- 
ments of the Committee. In this case I feel 
you have an architect whose work is so near 
sepa own ideals that no modifications should 

e seriously considered without his close co- 
operation. The only points I would suggest 
for consideration are :— 

(1) Whether it would not be preferable to 
maintain the main ridge right up to the east 
wall. 1 consider that this would make for 
simplicity in the mass and silhouette of the 
building, and give the much-to-be-desired 
height to the east window and the windows 
at each side of the altar. 


(2) Whether the visitors and_ servants 
might not occupy the ‘west’ gallery, the 
organ being placed in the transeptal pro- 
jection. This would: (a) give. better ingress 
and egress for visitors and servants, and 
render unnecessary the external door to the 
transeptal projection, thus avoiding any 
question of draught; (b) allow all to see the 
full beauty and the full length of the chapel 
from the gallery; (c) open up the internal 
view of the apse. 


“‘ With regard to the proposed extension 
of the common room, No. 3 presents a more 
satisfactory design than any of the others 
submitted. His estimate for this is £900, and 
I consider that it would be money,well spent, 
but this sum would be considerably reduced 
if an open fire in this room is thought to be 
unnecessary as the construction of the pro- 
posed new flue would be somewhat costly. ... . 
I especially appreciate the many admirable 
qualities embodied in Design No. 1 (Mr. 
S. E. Dykes-Bower).

COVENTRY AND 
WARWICKSHIRE HOSPITAL 


We illustrate this week the first premiated 
design in this competition, by Messrs. Arm- 
strong and Gardner, F. and A.R.I.B.A. Fol- 
lowing is a résumé of their report. 

The competitors considered that the greatest 
economy would be obtained by combining 
the whole of the new work in a single com- 
pact block, rather than adapting old buildings, 
and additional advantage would be the mini- 
mum of interference caused to the working 
of the existing hospital during building opera- 
tions. The administration block was also 
transferred to avoid confusion of entrances. 
Provision is made for the eventual addition 
of about 400 beds, beyond which figure it 
was considered that population spread would 
necessitate removal to a less central site. 

The new block is of semi-vertical type, 
consisting of a ferro-concrete multi-story ward 
block with 4-in. walls, cork-lined, and a single- 
story out-patients’ department in brick with 
hollow tile roofs. The block comprises an 


out-patients’ department flanked by speciai 
treatment units, with administration block 
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behind entered from courtyard. On the first 
and second floors are medical units, oph- 
thalmic and E.N.T. wards (with special 
theatres). On the top floor is the paying 
patients’ block, consisting of 40 single-bed 
wards with a special theatre, etc. Two tele- 
phone boxes are also provided for this unit. 
There is also accommodation for V.D. 
patients, a complete casualty block and a 
pathological unit, as well as rooms for the 
resident staff and matron. Owing to fall in 
levels the first floor of the new block is level 
with the ground floor of the old hospital. 
There are two bed lifts and two centrally 
heated passenger lifts. 

After some consideration the kitchen was 
retained in its present position, much en- 
larged and modernised. The maids’ and staffs’ 
dining rooms are planned within the old 
building. A chapel is provided adjoining the 
old buildings, with new porters’ bedrooms 
over. The old administration block is con- 
verted for use as a nurses’ home and con- 
nected by a new wing to the existing home, 
a symmetrical wing on the south side com- 
pleting the accommodation. 

Lecture and class. rooms are provided in 
a single story block in front of the nurses’

home, approached by a covered way. The 
existing nurses’ home in Swanswell Terrace 
is remodelled and extended to form a new 
maids’ home. The existing laundry is ex- 
tended and remodelled, and advantage of the 
fall in levels is taken to provide a new 
engineers’ shop and calorifier room below. 

The addition to the old buildings will match 
the existing building with slight modifica- 
tions. The new block will be of ferro-con- 
crete, with a single-story portion faced in 
local brick to give contrast. The new block 
will have a 2-in. cork carpet over all struc- 
tural floors to take floor finishes and _par- 
titions. The roof will be asphalted, and the 
terraces paved. The internal partitions are 
all non-structural except in the single-story 
block. It is proposed to have ceilings of 
exposed insulating board, for acoustic pur- 
poses, and hard plaster elsewhere with cork 
floors to wards. The additions will be of 
brick with hollow-tile floors. 

The one-pipe system, placed internally, is 
recommended, and modifications are suggested 
to suit local by-laws. External chutes will 
be provided through balconies for soiled linen. 

The cost (total estimated at £118,500) is 
under £600 per bed.

Cuddesdon Cotlege Chapel Competition. 
We illustrate this week the winning design, 
by Professor H. 8. Goodhart-Rendel, 
F.R.I.B.A., in a limited competition for a new 
chapel at Cuddesdon College, Oxfordshire.

Victoria Infirmary Extension, Glasgow. 


Two important extensions to the Victoria 
Infirmary, Glasgow, were recently opened by 
the Duke of Kent, one being an addition to 
the paying patients’ wing, and the other pro- 
viding considerably increased accommodation 
for nurses. We illustrate the former build- 
ing this week. 


Some years ago the governors of the Vic- 
torlia Infirmary realised the need which 
existed for the provision of institutional 
treatment for patients of moderate means. 
A scheme was eventually arranged, and 
building was begun, the’ new block, which 
made provision for 30 patients, being form- 
ally opened in 1931 by Mr. William Adam- 
son, who was then Secretary of State for 
Scotland. In the extension to the wing just 
opened, accommodation has been provided 
fer 50 additional beds in single rooms and 
sriall wards. Provision has also been made 
for a new X-ray department, a new massage 
department, new accommodation for medical 
and surgical out-patients, and for patients 
suffering from diseases of ear, nose and 
throat, and of the eye. With the new exten- 
sion the paying patients’ block forms a digni- 
fed wing five stories in height. It has been 
designed in a style which harmonises with 
the main infirmary buildings, and has a 
frontage to Grange-road. 


Messrs. Watson, Salmond & Gray, F. and 
A.R.I.B.A., are. the architects. 


“The Old White Hart,’’ Hook, Hants. 


‘The Old White Hart’’ stands on the 
main London to Basingstoke road, in the 
village of Hook, Hampshire. It is both a 
local centre and a house of call for travel- 
lers by road. This dual function was kept 
in mind when the rebuilding was planned. 
The illustrations represent only a half of the 
rebuilding scheme contemplated, and it is 
proposed to extend westwards over the site 
now occupied by a shop, bakehouse and 
smithy. Since, however, it may not be pos- 
sible to carry out the extensions for some 
time to come, the first instalment of the re- 
building was planned in such a way as to 
provide an inn complete in itself. 

The old inn presented the usual medley of 
staircases, rooms arbitrarily placed, and 
inter-communicating bedrooms. It was also 
without architectural value, and the usual 
practice of conserving the old building with 
the necessary modifications and additions was 
therefore abandoned. 

It will be seen that the new building pro- 
vides a central space serving the public bar, 
private bar and off-licence department. The 
public bar is given through light and venti- 
lation, and provides access to the garden on 
the south, to well-equipped lavatories, and 
to the club-room, the only part of the old 
inn, apart from the cellar, which it was 
thought worth while to preserve. The private 
part of the house is self-contained and is 
approached from the garden. When the ex- 
tensions are completed there will also be 
direct access from the road. 

The new facings are multi-coloured sand- 
faced bricks, and the roof is covered with 
old tiles saved from the demolition. The 
sash windows, door frames, projecting hoods 
and moulded string are painted broken white, 
and the doors and shutters bright green.

ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING. 


Tue 12th annual general meeting of the 
Institute of Welding was held on Monday 
afternoon, June 3, in the hall of the Institu- 
tion of Mechanical Engineers, Storey’s 
Gate, Westminster, when Sir Alexander 
Gibb, G.B.E.., C.B., M.Inst.C.E., 
M.I.Mech.E., F.R.S. (Edin.), was elected 
President. : 

Addressing the meeting, Sir Alexander 
said the great extension of the use of fusion- 
welding in engineering, the important part it 
had already taken in constructional activities, 
the many directions in which it was being 
applied in the ferrous and non-ferrous metal 
industries, had for some time past pointed 
with emphasis to the need for a strong 
central organisation to which all interests 
could look for guidance in the many difficult 
technical problems that arose in connection 
with welding processes. It was now accepted 
that welding demanded special study and 
specialised treatment. 

Although its development had in some ways 
been more immediate on the Continent than 
in this country, British engineering was little, 
if at all, behind in its technique. British 
engineers were still—and _ rightly—a little 
more cautious in the application of welding 
than their Continental rivals. Nevertheless, 
in addition to the thousands of everyday 
welding jobs, we had major achievements 
and innovations to our credit. 

The use of welding until recently had been 
retarded by regulations, but a number of 
industrial and other buildings had been built. 
There were 2,500 tons of steel in a set of 
welded gas purifier boxes at Billingham. 
The Entertainment Hall at Bexhill was the 
first welded public building of any size. On 
the Continent there were a dozen buildings 
of more than 12 stories, and four of more 
than 18 stories. 

Having referred to the progress of welding 
in connection with shipbuilding and _ rolling 
stock, the speaker said that in the electrical 
industry the use of welding had reached an 
advanced stage of development: nearly all 
stator frames and the rotors for electrical 
machines were now fabricated by welding, 
including the largest machines made. Trans- 
formers and switchgear tanks of all sizes were 
also made. Welded high-pressure pipe lines 
were now becoming standard practice for 
hydro-electric development. 

The Newport approach bridge over the 
railway branch line was the best example 
of a welded bridge in this country. In 
Belgium over two dozen Veerendeel truss 
bridges were being built over the Albert 
Canal with spans up to 250 ft. In Germany 
over 200 railway bridges, with spans up to 
170 ft., had been built, and road bridges up 
to 300 ft. 

The first all-welded steam boiler was put 
to work in London a short time ago. In 
Switzerland, however, boilers and pressure 
vessels for high pressure, had been tabricated 
“by welding for ten years. Qil cracking stills 
with shells of great thickness had been built 
in America for several years. 

Construction of bed-plates for large 
machines was quickly becoming standard 
practice. Diesel engine frames for land and 
marine service were gaining favour. The 
reliability of welded construction under heavy 
service was indicated by the behaviour of 
the welded tubes and equipment for excava- 
tion and power shovels. The welding of non- 
ferrous metals had also reached an advanced 
stage. 

In most of these connections, welding 
operated principally as a means of joining 
metals; but it must also be regarded from 
the wider point of view of an art which 
opened up for most metals new fields of 
usefulness by permitting greater variation 
and facility in structural design and by per- 
mitting greater variety in composition or 
alloy. eldability was an essential quality 
in nearly all metals used in present-day 


industry. ‘ 
The information available remained 
insufficient. Engineers were handicapped by 


the absence of full reliable data. It was to 


be expected, therefore, that widespread 
attention should be attracted to the 
‘* Symposium on the Welding of Iron and 
Steel,’ which was held last month under the 
auspices of the Iron and Steel Institute. 
Seven to eight hundred engineers of inter- 
national interests and connections attended 
each session of the symposium, and it was 
evident that there was a hitherto unsatisfied 
demand for information on welding and for 
the scientific and specialised investigation 
of ‘the problems of welding, which in turn 
pointed to a national organisateion as the 
only means to supply the want. 

It was in these circumstances that the two 
British organisations for dealing with weld- 
ing—namely, the Institution of Welding 
Engineers, whose twelfth annual general 
meetin 
the British Advisory Welding Council more 
recently founded—decided early this year to 
consider the reorganisation of their respective 
constitutions and programmes of work, in 
order to keep pace with the rapid progress 
of the application of welding. 

A scheme for the amalgamation of the 
activities and functions of the two bodies 
was found to be practicable and desirable ; 
and as a result the Institution of Welding 
Engineers had now revised its constitution 
and changed its name to the Institute of 
Welding, in order to enable it to cover the 
functions of both organisations, to undertake 
a wider and more comprehensive programme 
of work, and to meet the pressing demands 
of all branches of engineering for guidance 
in welding matters. The Institute of Weld- 
ing represented a consolidation of all welding 
interests. Its constitution was so drawn up 
as to allow in addition to membership of 
individuals as in all scientific institutes, a 
special form of membership by companies 
and firms. 

It was felt to be essential, if satisfactory 
progress were to be made mm research, to have 
the support of companies and firms. They 
were vitally concerned, and ordinarily were 
more able to shoulder the burden and cost 
of extensive research work. At the same 
time, it must be emphasised that the Institute 
was not directed to propaganda in any form. 
It would strive to advance the art and 
practice of welding as one of the departments 
of engineering. The Institute challenged no 
existing engineering institutions or interests ; 
it sought to contribute in its specified 
sphere to the science of engineering. 
Scientific societies and institutions interested 
in welding were invited to join the Institute 
as patrons without entranve fee or subscrip- 
tion. It was believed that they would 
welcome the reorganisation of the Institute 
of Welding; and to the support of tlieir 
patronage and advice the Institute confidently 
looked. There were already about 800 
individual members of the Institute. 

The Council of the Institution of Welding 
Engineers and those charged with the 
reorganisation of the Institution considered 
it essential that in it the honorary officers 
and council of the new Institute should be 
able to benefit to the widest extent from the 
experience of those engaged in the various 
branches of engineering interested in welding. 
That this end had already been largely 
attained would be clear from the names of 
the vice-presidents and councillors already 
appointed under Article 34 of the new 
Articles of Association. He would specifically 
mention that Sir James Lithgow, Sir 
William Larke, and Mr. Ralph Freeman had 
accepted the positions of vice-presidents, and 
that Mr. R. Biggart, Mr. Laurence Ennis and 
Dr. McCance had agreed to serve as coun- 
cillors representing the Industrial Corporate 
Membership class. He would add that all 
the offices had not been filled, a proportion 
being left vacant to be suitably filled as 
a a ae offered. 

eir retiring President, Mr. C. W. Hill, 
to whom their most grateful thanks were due 
for the untiring energy he had devoted to 
the successful reorganisation of the Institute,

ALLEGED CONSPIRACY TO DEFRAUD 
COUNCIL. 
Rex v. C. W. Smith and Others. 

As we reported in our last issue, charges 
of alleged conspiracy to defraud local autho- 
rities in the Cambridge and Ely districts 
were preferred against Charles William 
Smith, M.A., A.R.I.B.A., architect, of 
Cambridge, and F. H. Hale, T. S. Hale 
and E. F. Hale, builders, of Sutton, Ely, at 
the Cambridge Assizes last week. The 
charges against Smith were fully set out in 
our last issue. There were ten counts : 
Causing money to be paid to Messrs. Hale & 
Sons, by falsely pretending that it was due, 
with intent to defraud (two cases); four of 
forgery; and four of uttering forged docu- 
ments. Pleas of ‘‘ not guilty ’’ were entered 
in all cases. 

Frederick Henry Hale and his two sons 
were acquitted on all counts. 

_The case was heard before the Commis- 
sioner (Mr. Linton Thorp, K.C.) and a jury, 
and Mr. F. Powell and Mr. J. C. Burge 
appeared for the prosecution, while Mr. J. F. 
Eastwood, M.P., appeared for Mr. Smith, 
and Mr. W. B. Manley and Miss E. M. 
Wheeler for the three Hales. The proceed- 
ings extended over several days. 

The Commissioner, in his summing-up to 
the jury, referred to the various counts 
against accused, mentioning first that which 
alleged that he caused or procured the sum 
of £66 18s. 8d. to be paid by the South 
Cambs. R.D.C. to Hale & Sons by falsely 
pretending it was due to them. He sug- 
gested that it would help them if the jury 
split the count up into five parts and asked 
themselves the following questions: Did 
Smith make the representation? Was it a 
false representation? Was it false to his 
knowledge? Did he thereby cause or pro- 
cure the payment of the £66 18s. 8d. to Hale 
& Sons? Did he do so intending to defraud 
the South Cambs. R.D.C.? 

“‘ Before you can find him guilty on the 
count,’’ said his lordship, ‘‘ you must answer 
all these questions in the affirmative.”’ 

He went on to refer to the count which 
dealt with the Barrington houses, and said 
that his observations in the previous count 
also applied to that, except that the amount 
was £635 19s. 4d. 

On the next count, that alleging the 
forgery of the estimates from Henry Hope 
& Sons, he suggested that they should ask 
themselves two questions: Did Smith forge 
the document? Did he forge it with intent 
to defraud? The alteration, of such a 
material point as the date was forgery, and 
therefore, so far as that was concerned, 
Smith had admitted, in effect, that he had 
forged it. But they still had to decide 
whether he did that with intent to defraud. 
Smith also admitted uttering the estimates, 
but denied that it was with intent to 
defraud. 

His lordship then dealt with the alleged 
forgery of the statement of account from 
Messrs. E. D. Fisher for the supply of goods 
te Messrs. Hale & Sons. There again, he 
said, the jury had to decide whether Smith 
did forge it, and if he did it with intent to 
defraud. Smith had admitted that he made 
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out the document himself on Mr. Fisher's 
billhead, and some of the items on the bill 
were charged at what Smith had called a 
round figure, although he knew they were 
not the true figures. It was wrong in a 
further particular in that the last two items 
typed in by Smith had never been bought 
from Fisher & Sons at all. Smith’s explana- 
tion was that he went to that extent to 
justify his round figures. 

Regarding the initials ‘“‘S. H. F.’’ put on 
by Smith, his lordship asked the jury 
whether they thought he put those letters 
on with intent to defraud the Council, in 
the sense of persuading them not to continue 
their inquiries any further. If that was his 
motive, then he intended to defraud. Smith 
had said he did not intend the document to 
be a receipt and that it was merely a check. 
But he had also said in evidence, ‘‘I sup- 
pose I did intend the Clerk of the Council 
to understand that the document had been 
initialled by Mr. Fisher and that the Coan- 
‘il would infer that he supplied the goods 
at those prices.”’ 

After going through Smith’s evidence the 
Commissioner told the jury that they must 
bear in mind that there was not a shred of 
evidence to show that Smith got any finan- 
cial benefit out of what he did. And the 
prosecution admitted frankly that they were 
unable to prove that Smith had received 
any money out of it. Would anybody have 
gone to the length it was suggested Smith 
had done unless he were to get something 
out of it? 

After a retirement lasting an hour and 
three-quarters, the jury found Smith guilty 
of forgery and false pretences on all counts. 
They added a recommendation to Teniency, 
in view of his war experiences, and particu- 
larly because of shell-shock. 

The conspiracy charges, which automatic- 
ally failed with the acquittal of the Hales, 
were dismissed. Mr. Powell, after discus- 
sion with the Commissioner, said he would 
not proceed with the other indictment. 

After hearing extra evidence by a member 
of the Melbourn R.D.C. and an address in 
mitigation by Mr. Eastwood, the Commis- 
sioner sentenced Smith to six months’ im- 
prisonment in the second division. Passing 
sentence, his lordship told accused that 
there were two things to be said in his 
favour. There was no evidence that he had 
any of the money; if there had been the 
sentence on him would have been very 
severe. The second thing in his favour, or 
at least, in explanation, was that he possibly 
did act in a flurry, due in some measure to 
his shell-shock. Accused had not done what 
he was paid for—to see that the ratepayers’ 
money was properly applied. And then, 
when inquiries were made, he brought dis- 
grace on himself and his profession by re- 
sorting to forgery for the purpose of induc- 
ing the Gensel not to go on with the 
inquiries which he knew would inevitably 
disclose what he had done.

Ownership of Kerb. 

Srr,—I am the owner of a freehold corner 
site which I recently developed, the estate 
vendors being the lords of the manor. The 
road frontages are now being made up by the 
local authority under the Private Street 
Works Act. On frontage ‘‘A’’ there was a 
granite kerb provided by the estate vendors, 
which complies in every respect with the 
requirements of the local authority, and in 
consequence is being retained by them, and 
I am not required to pay any charge for this 
particular kerb. On frontage ‘‘B”’ there is 
a concrete kerb provided by the estate ven- 
dors, but as this does not comply with the 
requirements of the local authority they have 
taken it up and handed it back to the estate 
vendors to re-use elsewhere. They are now 
laying a granite kerb for which they are 
charging me the entire cost on my frontage. 

The town clerk’s ruling in this matter is 
that the concrete kerb belongs to the estate 
vendors as the roadway abutting my freehold 
was not conveyed to me. My contention is 
that the concrete kerb should have been sold 
chrough public advertisement and a credit 
siven to the frontagers concerned, thereby 
lessening the cost of the roadmaking and by 
so doing assisting the public to obtain their 
properties at a reduced capital outlay. My 
information is that this practice has prevailed 
for many years in this district, and that this 
concrete kerbing is removed from one new 
road to another to the benefit of the estate 
vendors. It would be interesting to know 


-what course I can take under the circum- 


stances in order that I may get what is just 
and fair. QuPFRIST. 

[*.*If on frontage ‘‘ B,’’ the roadway in 
which the kerb is laid was not in fact con- 
veyed (as stated by the town clerk) to Querist, 
then the last-named can have no vroperty in 
the kerb. If, on the other hand, the roadway 
on frontage ‘‘B’’ was conveyed to Querist. 
then he is right in his contention, viz., that 
the frontagers should have the benefit of the 
value of the kerb which has been taken up. 
It is a question of fact. It is somewhat un- 
usual to convey land without conveying with 
it half-way across the road both on the front 
and return of the plot, and the town clerk 
may be wrong in his ruling. If he is, then 
Querist should take advice in order to 
auestion the road-making charges under 
the Private Street Works Act, 1892, before 
the magistrates. Querist will be expected to 
nay the road-making charges on both fron- 
tages of his plot.—Ed.] 


ANSWERS. 
Reinforced Concrete Raft Foundations. 
[Answer To ‘‘H. G. P.,” May 31.] 

Sm,—Raft foundations are _ relatively 
economical where the alternative is deep 
digging and bulk foundations, but where 
normal footings and surface concrete are 
possible these remain the most economical 
method of preparing for building. A raft de- 
signed upon ground over mine workings, 
where considerable subsidences are antici- 
pated, must be of very substantial strength, 
and more so than one designed merely to 
spread weight over indifferent foundations. 
Such a raft needs to be designed practically 
as a complete beam in any direction for sus- 
taining the entire weight of the house in a 
clear bearing. 

A usual precaution in building over such 
situations is to embed in the concrete founda- 
tions under walls, old wire cables such as are 
generally obtainable from the mines and which 
tie together the foundations and prevent 
shearing, while still allowing a certain amount 
of bending and adjustment. Settlement 
cracks are almost inevitable in such positions, 
but this precaution prevents their becoming 
dangerous. TFouNDATIONS.

Housing Bill. 

On the continuation of the Housing Bill in 
the Commons, an amendment, proposed by 
Sir Hitron Younc, was agreed to, providing 
that the compensation to be paid to the owner- 
occupier of slum premises should be three 
times the rateable value of the house, provided 
that the house had been occupied by him or a 
member of his family continuously during the 
three years immediately before the order for 
clearance was made. 

On the motion for the third reading, Mr. 
SHAKESPEARE Said that the Bill represented the 
last stage of the Governmeni’s housing policy.’ 
The cumulative effect of all the stages of that 
policy had succeeded heyond expectations. 
The liberation of private enterprise had re- 
sulted in an output last year, by private 
enterprise without the subsidy, of the 
astonishing total of 286,000 houses. That was 
a greater total than had ever been achieved in 
any post-War year, even taking the total 
building by ,private enterprise and _ local 
authorities. 

If they took their slum crusade, the Govern- 
ment had already rehoused under the 1930 
Act some 200,000 persons, a total greater than 
the number rehoused in the previous 60 years. 
At present they were rehousing at the rate 
of 150,000 slum tenants a year, and the rate 
was accelerating all the time. One could con- 
fidently predict that by the end of the year, 
or the beginning of next year, they would be 
rehousing at an annual rate of 250,000. The 
rehousing approval they had given in the last 
four months meant that they. were working 
at an annual rate of approval for rehousing— 
the last stage of slum clearance—of 66,000 
houses a year. The local authorities in any 
big industrial area for the next five or ten 
years would have their hands full in de- 
crowding the overcrowded population. 

It was no good providing the right accom- 
modation unless it was within the means of 
the workers. As regards flats, the Govern- 
ment gave an automatic subsidy which woul 
enable a three-roomed flat to be provided in 
the provinces at an inclusive rent of from %s. 
to 10s. a week, and in London at from lis. 
to 12s. The consolidation of the subsidy and 
the continuance of the slum-clearance sub- 


sidy for five years would mean_ that 
below these averages money could _ be 
used from the subsidy pool to reduce 


rents still further. As regards cottages, 
the subsidy would be discretionary. Ii 
rehousing involved a burden in relation to tie 
past or future activity of the housing autho- 
tity, this discretionary subsidy was available 
for them and would provide cottages at a 
reasonable rent of from 8s. to 9s. a week. 
For rural areas the subsidy was more sub- 
stantial and would enable cottages to be pro- 
vided at from 3s. to 5s. a week. If an over- 
crowded industrial worker was rehoused in 
a rural area the discretionary subsidy would 
still be available and would provide a cottage 
at an inclusive rent of 7s. The Bill put a 
duty on the local authority to rehouse the 
needy overcrowded worker and to adjust the 
rent according to his means. The provision 
of new accommodation would not always be 
necessary, and the Government had widened 
the power to recondition. Although the bulk 
of the work must be done by local authorities, 
they brought into line the voluntary housing 
associations and enabled them to co-operate. 
In administering the Act, the Minister would 
set up a Central Advisory Committee. The 
Minister meant to get the right people on that 
committee, to utilise their experience, and to 
make the committee work. 

The Bill was read a third time. 
Ribbon Development. 

The Restriction of Ribbon Development 
Bill has passed- the Committee stage in the 
House of Lords. 
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THE BUILDING TRADE 


HOUSE DRAINAGE AND SANITARY PLUMBING—XxXIII 
By J. R. TAYLOR. 


SPECIFICATIONS AND ESTIMATES 
(Continued. ) 

Lists of tenders received for drainage 
work frequently show very wide differences 
of opinion as to its value, and as there is as 
a rule little difficulty in ascertaining the cost 
of the materials to be used, it must be in the 
valuation of the labour that disagreement 
principally exists. It goes a little deeper, 
however, than variation of opinion as to how 
much work a given number of men will per- 
form in a given length of time, and becomes 
a matter for individual estimate how much 
work will eventually have to be performed. 
In all ordinary straightforward work the 
question turns largely on how much timbering 
will be necessary, and this is something about 
which some contractors will take risks. The 
nature of the work of timbering required 
largely depends'on the nature of the soil 
through which the trenches are to be cut, but 
there are other things to be taken into con- 
sideration. If the drains can be rapidly laid, 
and filling up be proceeded with: as quickly as 
the pipes are put in, there would be few 
occasions on which, up to depths of six feet, 
timbering would be required. But if the 
trenches have to be left open for inspection 
and tests, and there is any probability of 
delay or of interruption of the work by bad 
weather, timbering may be necessary in 
trenches less than six feet deep. The writer 
has, however, known drainage sub-contractors 
who in compact gravel or stiff clay would 
dig to depths of twelve feet or more without 
timbering, the intermediate throws being on 
to steppings. This, of course, should not be 
permitted, for it might easily result in loss of 
life; but the fact remains that men can be 
found who will cheerfully take heavy risks 
for larger profit. It follows that drainage and 
sewerage work not based on a previously 
agreed schedule of prices, such as that used 
by the Royal Engineers, is speculative and 
difficult to value accurately in advance. For 
work of much importance the bills of quanti- 
ties should contain ‘‘ provisional items ”’ to 
meet unexpected difficulties, and timbering 
should be separately taken and, if not 
required, be measured out. It would then 
be found that instead of presenting striking 
differences in total, the estimating would be 
very close. 


Adjoining Buildings. 

When old properties have their drainage 
reconstructed, or new properties are erected 
on closely adjoining sites, it is important to 
give attention to the ‘safety of the older 
buildings. It is not sufficient merely to put 
in a clause transferring all the responsibility 
on to the builder, for the architect should 
decide whether the work can be properly 
and safely performed without adopting special 
measures. If special measures are necessary 
they should be clearly set out in the specifica- 
tion. When a new drain trench is to be cut 
parallel to and within a few feet of a wall of 
an old building, the depth of existing founda- 
tions should be ascertained. On this being 
done it may prove necessary to underpin the 
existing work, or it may be sufficient to 
timber the new drain trench and leave the 
timbers in when refilling. The nature of the 
work to be done in making the old property 
safe will often depend on the question of 
ownership, for if it belongs to some other 
person than the one who is carrying out the 
work, consent may be difficult to obtain. In 
some cases the adjoining owner may engage 
an independent surveyor to watch his inter- 
ests. 


Pricing. 

Provided that proper quantities are pre- 
pared, the pricing of underground drainage 
works in ccdinaey soils is not usually difficult 
if all the necessary information is available to 


the estimator. The work is easy to measure 
and bill, and to some extent the pricing be- 
comes automatic, in that ‘‘ price-building ”’ is 
not required for each new job. With internal 
sanitary plumbing the billing is difficult, and 
the pricing is sometimes very difficult. Up 
to the present it has not been customary for 
architects to set out plumbing pipe runs on 
the drawings, and consequently, when bills of 
quantities are not provided, the estimator is 
left in the dark as to what will be acceptable. 
Should the one-pipe system come into general 
use these difficulties will be much increased. 
A pressure-fed supply pipe may carry hot or 
cold water to a distant fitting reached by a 
long and difficult run with no worse result 
than a reduction of efficiency. Long waste and 
ventilating pipes do not present as much free- 
dom, as the one must have continuous fall 
and the other rise. Consequently, for all but 
very small jobs, either the work will have to 
be handed over to the specialist who will 
prepare the design of the lay-out, or the ar- 
chitect will have to provide special plans fully 
detailed. Apart, however, from lack of 
definite information, the estimator’s chief 
difficulty is to know what quality of work- 
manship the architect will require. He, of 
course, says the best, but unfortunately will 
all too frequently put up with a much poorer 
quality. In regard to cost of labour, high- 
class plumbing is much more expensive than 
second-rate work, which is a matter that 
needs to be taken into account when com- 
paring the one-pipe with the disconnected 
system. It is difficult to give a concrete 
example of this where it is only the extra 
value of the labour that is in question, but 
it may safely be put this way: The labour 
value on internal hospital plumbing, with- 
out taking into account anything other than 
neatness and cleanliness, will be twice as 
much as that for ordinary domestic work. 


BUILDING SCIENCE 


THe following notes are from the April issue 
of Building Science Abstracts :— 
Housing. 

Two blocks of working-class flats in Copen- 
hagen are referred to in Abstract No. 658. 
The buildings are steel-framed, faced with 
stone. One is a six-story structure, contain- 
ing 84 one-room flats, two two-room flats, and 
11 four-room flats; the building is provided 
with central heating and lifts; all flats have 
a bathroom with built-in bath, lavatory, and 
electric kitchen. Bathroom and lavatory have 
tiled walls; the kitchen walls are finished in 
hard plaster. Each flat has a balcony. The 
room height is 9ft. 10in. In the second 
block there are nine five-room flats, nine four- 
room flats, and seven shops. Illustrations, 
including plans, are given. 

An interesting scheme for the provision of 
small dwellings, which is being carried out 
in Sweden, is mentioned in Abstract No. 660. 
The essentials of the scheme are that the 
buildings are designed largely in pre-fabricated 
units, which are assembled and erected by 
the prospective occupants, under official super- 
vision and with official financial assistance. 
Above the basement level the cottages, of 
which there are several types, are of wood, 
the walls, etc., consisting of several layers of 
wood, with building and damp-proofing paper 
between the layers, any air spaces being 
packed with sawdust or similar material. The 
units are assembled in a factory and delivered 
in sections, including windows, doors and 
floors. Four types are described and illus- 
trated. 


Asphalt Flooring. 

Simple mixtures of an asphalt emulsion and 
a filler usually harden very slowly, and the 
process is almost entirely dependent upon the 
humidity conditions of the environment. An 
American investigation has shown, however, 
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that in laying asphalt floors this disadvantage 
may be overcome by the use of an admixture 
of Portland cement. The amount of water 
present in such mixtures is greatly in excess 
of that required for the hydration of the 
cement, and, owing to this large water con- 
tent, shrinkage on drying out is very marked, 
so that some form of curing requires to be 
adopted in order to avoid the development of 
shrinkage cracks. In order to eliminate this 
necessity, study has been made of the possi- 
bility of reducing the water content, while at 
the same time producing a composition which 
would be coherent and traffic-resistant after 
drying. A series of compositions was made 
up, in which a mixture of 1 part of cement 
to 2 parts of emulsion, by volume, was main- 
tained as a constant, and investigation made 
of the effects of adding to this basic mixture 
progressively increasing proportions of sand 
and gravel aggregates. The compositions of 
the mixes are tabulated, and the mixing and 
laying operations described. It was found 
that, for mixtures containing sand but no 
ravel aggregate, the results were satisfactory 
or proportionings up to 6 parts by volume 
of sand; further increase in the sand led to 
crumbling of the dried flooring. For the 
mixtures containing sand and gravel, the 
results were also satisfactory for proportion- 
ings up to 3 parts sand and 6 parts gravel. 
Determinations were also made of the effects 
of varying the composition in this way on the 
time required for hardening, and these showed 
that increase in the proportions of the fine and 
coarse aggregates reduced the hardening time. 
Any increase in the proportions above those 
already mentioned had, however, the effect 


_ of rendering the mixes difficult to work and 


place by hand labour, and further study was 
therefore made, using a mechanical vibratory 
device identical with that employed for float- 
ing and finishing concrete floors. The use 
of this apparatus demonstrated that very 
satisfactory quick-drying, dense floors could 
be obtained with comparatively dry mixes 


Concrete Columns Encased in Steel Shells. 
Abstract No. 141, in the January, 1935, 
issue of Building Science Abstracts, referred 
to a type of reinforced concrete column, de- 
veloped by an American engineer, Mr. W. S. 
Lohr, consisting essentially of a cylindrical, 
plain concrete core enclosed in a seamless 
steel tube. It was claimed that this form of 
construction increases strength and minimises 
the design problems arising from the known 
effects of the creep of concrete under load. 
We now learn, in Abstract No. 610, in the 
April issue, that another American engineer, 
Lieutenant-Commander B. Moreel, of the 
United States Navy Bureau of Docks and 
Yards, does not see eye to eye with Mr. Lohr 
as regards the advantages claimed for this 
type of column, and suggests that laboratory 
tests and practical experience have both 
shown that the most satisfactory form of 
reinforcement to ensure lateral restraint is 
the continvous spiral. Considére, in a paper 
published in 1902, had considered and rejected 
the possibility of using a continuous steel 
shell. Mesnager (Reinforced Concrete, 1921) 
had also considered such a system, but 
favoured closely spaced spirals. Among the 
suggested disadvantages of Lohr’s column, 
mention is made of the necessity of providing 
separate fireproof cover. Furthermore, the 
capacity of the shell to provide lateral 
restraint is essentially dependent upon the 
absence of friction between the metal and the 
concrete core, and it is questionable whether 
this could be assured in practical construc- 
tion. Lohr’s claim that a tubular shell filled 
with concrete develops high bending strength 
is in disagreement with the principles of 
theoretical design, which assume that resist- 
ance to bending could be developed only if 
there were bond between the concrete and 
the steel. It is, however, in the omission of 
any vertical reinforcement that the Lohr 
column departs most radically from current 
practice and, in this connection, it is pointed 
out that most existing codes and regulations 
require the provision of vertical reinforce- 
ment even where columns are heavily rein- 
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forced laterally. Vertical steel performs 
essential functions in opposing bending forces 
due to such causes as unbalanced loadings, 
wind pressures, and unequal foundation 
settlements, as well as in reducing deflections 
under working loads, and those due to 
shrinkage. 
Measuring Stresses in Masonry Structures. 
Abstract No. 623 refers to a method which 
has been developed at the Building Research 
Station, Watford, for determining the stresses 
existing in masonry in situ in a structure. 
A suitable strain gauge is mounted on the 
masonry block under investigation, and ver- 
tical slots are cut in the block on each side 
of the gauge at an angle of 45 deg. to the 
surface of the block in such a manner that 
the slots meet. A triangular prism held at 
the ends is thus formed. A horizontal cut 
is then made at the base of the prism so that 
it is released from the surrounding masonry. 
As the prism is released, it is relieved of load 
and its length changes, these changes being 
recorded by the strain gauge mounted upon it. 
The specimen can then be completely removed 
by cutting a second horizontal slot at the top, 
and determination of the elastic modulus and 
other properties made in the laboratory. 


TRANSATLANTIC HOUSING 


A correspondent writes :— 

ARCHITECTS, engineers, land surveyors and 
others across the Atlantic are agitating for 
more rational land values, and more con- 
scientiousness and intelligence in building the 
homes of the people. Until the problem of 
land values, distorted beyond reason by specu- 
lation and building booms, has been solved, 
no solution cari be reached on _ housing 
problems in Canada or the United States. 
That is a widespread belief in those two 
countries. Exorbitant assessments, which 
drive low-wage earners out of municipalities 
into suburban areas where they are forced to 
live in houses under insanitary conditions, are 
caused by artificial valuations of land, which 
produce a basic instability in building and 
result in a proportionately artificial valuation 
of building materials. 

Land, generously and extravagantly given 
away by Canada to railway companies, 
assumed unsuspected values under the 
stimulus of booms. Land in Calgary, assessed 
at,£8 an acre, rose to an assessment of £400 
an acre, causing wild speculative buying, and 
then fell to a final assessment of £10. This, 
however, caused working men to be driven 
out of the municipality, despite huge areas of 
available building land in the city. 

Booms were a characteristic of the North 
American Continent during the days when 
times were good; for example, in Winnipeg, 
Vancouver, Miami, Chicago, and. other large 
cities. In each instance they were attended 
by inflation of values and subsequent deflation. 
The basic fact that a lot worth £400 with a 
£400 house did not constitute a £800 dwelling 
was not realised. Absentee ownership in 
Western Canada has arisen out of huge land 
grants to the railways, and is as serious as 
that of the absentee landlords of Ireland. 

A wide survey of the situation by a leading 
United States anthority has revealed that the 
market for skyscrapers no longer exists, but 
there is a crying need for adequate low-priced 
housing. The Some evil is shown by the 
fact that less than one-half of the homes in 
the United States have the essentials of run- 
ning water inside, indoor toilet, garbage col- 
lection, fire protection and healthful sur- 
roundings. Telephones, central heating, 
central lighting and bath-tubs were not even 


‘considered in the survey. 5,993 flats in one 


American city have been equipped to the 
extent of 70 per cent. with outside toilets, 
which are used, on an average, by nine 
families each. 

This arises largely from the high cost of 
land. Great. Britain has solved the problem 


with loan societies in addition to restriction’ 


of values. But housing is extremely, back- 
ward in many parts of the American Con- 
tinent, according to the views of leading 
architects and engineers. 
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BOOK REVIEWS 


FARM BUILDINGS. 


AGRICULTURE, the largest industry of Eng- 
land, has, architecturally speaking, a wide 
vocabulary and numerous dialects. When we 
call to mind the charm of the barns, farm- 
houses, and the general seemliness of agricul- 
tural buildings erected a century ago, it is 
difficult not to feel, in viewing the farm 
buildings of to-day, with their dependence on 
corrugated iron, that the ancient charm of 
architectural language has suffered a sad 
debasement. 

The root cause of this is, of course, the un- 
sound financial basis on which so many farms 
are run—some because farming is a popular 
hobby for men with means which often ex- 
ceeds the set limit of loss; others because 
fluctuating markets and labour conditions 
make it difficult for all but the ‘* born-and- 
bred’’ farmer to place anything to reserve 
for new buildings. 

It is inevitable that agricultural buildings 
should be strictly practical in design and con- 
struction. They always have been, though 
the materials of the past in themselves lent a 
charm which is largely missing to-day. But 
Mr. Gunn’s book* makes it clear that good 
planning and efficient construction can do 
a great deal to maintain the traditional sense 
of unity with the land. Not that Mr. Gunn 
dwells unduly on the esthetic side; his is 
a practical book, and he knows his subject at 
first hand. As many know, he was, until his 
recent move to Minehead, Superintendent 
Architect, Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries. After general-consideration of the 
problems, accommodation for various animals 
and purposes is fully discussed, the chapters 
being illustrated with a large number of 
dimensioned plans and working details of 
structures. Materials —their uses, special 
advantages or disabilities—are discussed in a 
separate chapter, while a specially valuable 
section—one that will, perhaps, interest the 
preponderance of farmers—is that on ‘‘ Out- 
of-date buildings and their possible adapta- 
tions.”’ 

This is not a large book. Its text extends 
to only 75 pages, but in them is contained the 
cream of the subject, those general principles 
which are the essentials of design. We 
heartily commend it to every architect and 
surveyor whose practice extends to the sub- 
ject of agriculture. 


NOISE ABATEMENT EXHIBITION HAND- 
BOOK. 


The official handbook of the first Noise 
Albatement Exhibition, which the Prime 
Minister opened at the Science Museum, 
South Kensington, on Friday, May 31, is 
something more than a guide to the many 
interesting exhibits which are to be displayed 
throughout the month of June. The book is 
the first complete survey of the noise prob- 
lem to be published in this country. 

Unnecessary noise in practically every one 
of its many aspects is dealt with by recog- 
nised authorities. The book contains a com- 
plete and authoritative statement of the law 
relating to noise in all its aspects, and those 
concerned with transpor: will be interested 
not only in this survey of the present state 
of the law but in the special article describing 
methods of silencing road vehicles. Naturally, 
in view of the close association of the eminent 
members of the medical profession with the 
Anti-Noise League, the effect of noise on 
health is surveyed. The latest. information 
on the measurement of noise is also reviewed, 
and ‘valuable information provided on the 
steps that may be taken to ensure silence in 
buildings. A fitting corollary to this latter 
is an article dealing with unnecesary noise in 
the home and further comprehensive reviews 
of similar work being done in other countries.

A Brick Production Record. 


The London Brick Co. announce that

enabled it to institute a twenty-four hour 
dispatch service, which is proving of great 
service to the building industry.”’

London University Site. 


Holborn Borough Council was _ recently 
asked by its Works and General Purposes 
Committee to approve the revised lay-out of 
the site of the University of London and to 
undertake the necessary works to the road- 
way and garden of Torrington-square on the 
terms and conditions of the agreement be- 
tween the London County Council, the Uni- 
versity of London and the borough council 
on September 17, 1930. The committee ex- 
plained that the revised plan of the lay-out 
showed seven green areas, totalling 1.08 acre, 
while the acreage of Torrington-square 
garden, which they were to replace, was 
1.06. In spite of opposition from a coun- 
cillor, who said that it would be a dangerous 
precedent to express approval of the destruc- 
tion of a beautiful square in order to have 
substituted seven slips of grass, the com- 
mittee’s recommendation was carried by 14 
votes to three. 


A Miniature Railway and Village.

NOISE ABATEMENT 
EXHIBITION. 


In connection with the Noise Abatement

of sound transmission in buildings is on view 
at the Building Centre, New Bond-street, 
W.1, and will remain open until June 30. 
The exhibits range from actual materials to 
manufactured articles, from rock wool—a 
natural mineral—to metal sinks and draining- 
boards, and include a comprehensive collec- 
tion of sound-insulating and sound-absorbing 
products which may be used in building.

WAGES 
Asout 80,000 Scottish building trade opera- 
tors will benefit by a wages increase decision 
which has been reached following a meeting 
of the Scottish National Joint Council. An 
official statement reads : ‘‘ The committee of 
employers and operators which has been ap- 
pointed to consider an application by the 
operators for an increase of the wages rate 
submitted a recommendation to the meeting 
of the Scottish National Joint Council in 
The Council adopted the recom- 
mendation, which was to the effect that an 
increase of one penny in the wage status 
of craftsmen shall be granted, to take effect 
in two stages of a halfpenny each—namely, 
on August 1, 1935, and February 1, 1936, 
respectively (with the appropriate increase to 
labourers); and that no further amendment 
of the wage status as thus amended shall be 
made until February, 1941, except under the 
operation of the sliding scale agreement which 
at present prevails in Scotland.”’

A New “ Safety Bath.” 

The possibility of the “roll” of the 
ordinary bath becoming slippery with soap 
provides a source of inconvenience and pos- 
sible danger to those making their ablutions. 
This defect of design is entirely absent from 
the Hutchison-Bentley ‘‘ safety bath,’’ manu- 
factured by Messrs. A. Hutchison and Son, 
Ltd., of Hancock-road, Bromley-by-Bow, 
E.3, Handgrips which are fixed in a con- 
venient position on either side of the bath 
afford a certain hold and a quick and safe 
hand release, and are so designed that they 
cannot be used as soap dishes, the possibility 
of their becoming slippery thus being avoided. 
We are informed that this device has met 
with widespread approval. The enamelling 
of the bath itself is of non-slip quality and 
affords an additional safeguard. 

Another feature of interest is the new 
Hutchison bath tap. The ordinary type of 
bath tap is generally too much in evidence, 
and the appearance of a bath is greatly im- 
proved by concealing the main body of the 
tap. The Hutchison tap attains this result. 
as the tap body is concealed below the roll 
and the two taps linked by a mixing chamber. 
One nozzle large enough to take the supply 
of the two taps supplies the water to the 
bath. The taps can also be supplied singly 
or in pairs, each tap having a separate nozzle. 
The fixing of the tap in either form is a very 
simple matter. Access to renew a washer, if 
necessary, is equally easy. This tap is not 
only effective but greatly improves the 
appearance of the bath, and reduces the 
amount of cleaning to a minimum.
